A 
minor  epidemic  of  "flu"  swept  east- 
ward from  the  West  Coast,  pro- 
bably having  originated  in  Hawaii, 
a year  ago;  it  has  lain  dormant 
during  the  Summer  months,  pos- 
sibly building  up  its  virulence. 

Exactly  the  same  situation  existed 
in  1915  and  1916.  when  the  so- 
called  "Spanish  Influenza"  broke 
out  on  the  East  Coast  and  spread 
like  a forest  fire  which  did  not 
bum  itselr  out  until  late  In  1919.

Navy  cruisers,  the  Rainbow  and  the  Nlobe, 
and  the  transfer  of  the  dockyards,  which 
had  been  previously  maintained  by  the 
British  Admiralty.-  at  Esquimau  and  Hali- 
fax The  Royal  Navy  became  the  pattern 
and  its  traditions  were  set  as  the  stand-

I HOPE  that  when  this  war  is  over 
many  of  you  will  come  over  here  and 
visit  our  English  villages.  When  peace 
has  come  again  what  could  you  do  better 
than  go  where  there  is  peace  as  you  will 
find  it  nowhere  else  In  the  world — in  an 
English  village  nestling  in  the  folds  of 
the  softly  rolling  English  hills?

Stars  Do  Blow  Up 

J)ASADENA— Dr  Walter  Baade  of  ths 
A Mount  Wilson  Observat/iry  says  he  re- 
rent ly  has  discovered  the  gas  cloud  rem- 
nant of  a star  which  suddenly  blew  up  in 
1604  and  which  has  been  sought  unsuc- 
retafully  for  a century. 

He  and  other  astronomers  at  Mount 
Wilson,  have  determined  that  a gaseous 
clmid  enfiert*  the  Crab  Nebula  Is  the  re- 
mains  of  a similar  star  explosion  observed 
by  the  Chinese  In  1054  These  and  a third 
supernova  reported  by  the  Danish  astron- 
omer Tycho  in  15 72  are  the  only  star* 
known  to  have  blown  up  w'lth  such  vio- 
lence in  iur  sola,  system,  although  num- 
bers have  been  observed  In  distant  ne- 
bulae. 

“The  stars  of  1054  and  1504  suddenly  be- 
came about  250.000.000  time*  as  bright  as 
the  sun."  says  Dr.  Baade.  “They  hurled  off 
a large  part  of  their  mass  at  a rate  of  800 
mile*  a second.” 

These  star  explosions  are  the  most  spee- 
tscular  snd  catastrophic  happenings  of 
the  sky.  Astronomers  hive  been  able  to 
learn  little  about  them  but  Dr.  Baade  and 
hi*  friends  expect  to  see  and  report  others.

“You  tee."  he  said.  “there's  what  I'm 
getting  at  — thousands  of  Canadians 
should  be  weaving  wool  from  Canadian 
sheep,  wool  that  could  be  made  into 
woolen  goods  of  all  kinds,  clothing  like 
this.  But  they  aren't  doing  It  because  we 
haven't  got  the  sheep  in  Canada.  There’s 
a wool  shortage  already,  and  stocks  in 
Europe  are  rapidly  being  destroyed  " 

For  years  the  grey-haired  8cot,  who  in 
1937  designed  the  Canadian  Caledonian 
tartan,  a distinctive  Canadian  pattern, 
has  been  a tireless  advocate  of  increased 
I sheep  raising  in  Canada,  particularly  in 
the  West,  and  more  weaving.  That  would 
be  his  flr.st  move  in  establishing  a Cana- 
dian woolen  industry. 

Example  Set 

MR.  Cochrane,  whose  ancestors'  looms 
have  turned  out  their  Scottish  plaids 
for  nearly  300  years  In  the  famous  Border 
Country,  believes  Canadians  might  follow 
their  example,  beginning  on  a modest 
scale. 

“A  lot  of  weaving  Is  still  done  by  hand 
In  Scotland,”  he  explained  “In  many 
cases  they  find  hand  looms  most  satisfac- 
tory and  efficient " 

More  imagination  and  enterprise  on  the 
part  of  the  Government  would  be  wel- 
comed by  this  unofficial  advocate  of  an 
expanded  woolen  Industry  He  would  like 
to  see  It  subsidized  In  some  practical  way. 

Many  young  people  are  Interested  In 
learning  to  weave,  and  have  told  him  so. 
But  there  is  nowhere  they  can  learn.

Beautiful  Woolens 


THE  old-time  weaver,  who  learned  the 
trade  in  Galashiels,  where  his  family 
has  been  established  since  1666,  has  two 
looms  In  his  home,  and  though  he  doesn't 
look  for  business,  he  disposes  of  all  the 
woolens  he  can  weave.  His  specialties  are 
beautiful  multi-colored  blankets  and 
scarves,  and  a woolen  apron  with  a semi- 
circular hoop-llke  attachment  that  makes 
It  easy  to  slip  on— his  own  Invention. 

He  uses  wool  grown  here  on  the  Island 
and  on  Gallano  Island,  but  finds  difficulty 
In  having  the  wool  spun  A few  women 
spin  here,  but  most  of  the  wool  he  sends 
to  Winnipeg  to  be  made  Into  yarn. 

Mr.  Cochrjuie  renewed  hls  interest  In 
weaving  after  an  absence  of  forty  years 
from  the  trade.  He  was  “apprenticed  to 
the  trade"  when  he  was  ten,  and  after 
working  at  it  for  some  years  wandered  off 
to  Africa.  He  came  to  Canada  at  the  close

“After  I got  smashed  up  there  I came 
to  British  Columbia.

Demonstrated  Tartan 


HE  recalled  that  In  his  demonstration 
he  had  been  working  on  the  Cana- 
dian Caledonian  tartan,  the  idea  being  to 
stimulate  interest  In  Canadian  wool  pro- 
duction. 

“The  tartan  was  named  by  George  Mac- 
beth. an  associate.  When  I told  him  I'd 
designed  ft  tartan  he  suggested  it  be 
named  the  'Canadian  Caledonian  ’ I said 
'By  Jove.  George,  you've  struck  It’" 

He  stepped  over  to  the  loom  to  show 
how  it  was  operated.  With  a big  chest  for 
a chair  he  set  the  machine  going.  Pulleys, 
pieces  of  string  and  wooden  arms  pulled 
and  twisted  In  all  directions  as  he  skilfully 


Full  of  Meaning 

cfjT'S  an  interesting  tartan,  full  of 
A meaning. ''  he  mused,  puffing  thought- 
fully at  his  pipe.  "And  that's  what  Sir 
Francis  Gram.  Lord  Lyon  King  of  Arms, 
remarked  In  a letter  after  I'd  designed  the 
tar  tan.” 

Each  color  personified  an  idea,  he  ex- 
plained. The  background  of  green, 
threaded  with  black,  represent  the  Great 
Shield  of  Canada,  the  deep  pine  forests 
that  stretch  In  a protective  shelter  across 
the  northern,  expanse  of  the  Dominion 
from  Quebec  to  British  Columbia  The 
red  and  golden  yellow  overchecking  ars 
the  colors  of  the  Royal  Standard  of  Scot- 
land. the  blue  and  white  the  colors  of  the 
Scottish  national  flag. 

“The  tartan  was  designed  as  an  appro- 
priate badge,  significant  of  the  prevailing 
feeling  and  outlook  of  all  Canadians  of 
Celtic  affiliation,  and  of  the  rising  gen- 
eration of  like  blood  bond."  he  explained. 

The  scholarly  weaver  has  received  ex- 
pressions of  approval  of  the  design  and 
coloring  from  Her  Majesty  Queen  Eliza- 
beth. to  whom  the  first  sample  was  sub- 
mitted. The  Queen  complimented  him  on 
the  color  scheme  and  soft  texture  of  th# 
tartan.

been  In  the  vicinity  of  the  British  ships 
at  one  time,  but  It  none  the  less  serves  to 
Illustrate  the  mettle  of  Hose  and  the  com- 
plement of  hls  ship,  for  he  had  proceeded 
as  far  south  as  the  Faralones.  nor  did  the 
sloops-of-war,  which  reached  Esquimau  in 
safety,  sight  the  enemy  ships. 

People  who  lived  In  Victoria  when  war 
broke  out  In  1914  will  remember  the  very 
real  fear  that  prevailed  m the  city  at  that 
time.  Fortunately  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment, through  the  foresight  of  Premier 
Richard  McBride  of  British  Columbia,  was 
able  to  secure  two  submarines  which  had 
Just  been  completed  at  8cattle  for  Chile. 
No  doubt  knowledge  of  this  transaction 
reached  the  enemy  and  no  doubt  their 
presence  had  something  to  do  with  pre- 
venting an  attaek  on  British  Columbia 
coast  centres  by  von  Spee's  squadron  from 
Kiao  Chlao.  China.  Those  two  submarines, 
manned  by  ex-naval  men  of  Jhe  Royal 
Navy  living  In  Canada  did  patrol  duty  off 
the  approaches  to  Victoria  for  some  time 
until  ordered  to  proceed  to  the  Atlantic 
coast 

With  no  ships  to  put  them  aboard  dur- 
ing World  War  I,  Canada  sent  2.000  naval 
volunteer  reservists  overseas,  while  the 
naval  complement  for  home  duties  in- 
creased to  6,000  officers  and  men.  Motor 
boats,  tugs  and  yachts  were  acquired  for 
patrol  purposes  against  submarines, 
mostly  in  the  Atlantic.  At  the  close  of 
World  War  I.  Canadas  navy  In  the  Pa- 
cific consisted  of  the  Rainbow,  the  Al- 
gerine. Malaspina  and  Gallano,  and  sev- 
eral motor  launches.  At  Halifax  and  Syd- 
ney were  based  Niobe.  8he:irwater.  two 
submarines,  the  torpedo  boat  destroyer 
Grilse,  nineteen  auxiliary  patrol  vessels, 
forty-seven  armed  trawlers,  fifty-eight 
armed  drifters,  eleven  armed  mine 
sweepers  and  tugs  and  a number  of  motor 
launches. 


Dwindled  Rapidly 


FOLLOWING  Armistice,  however,  Can- 
adas naval  forces  rapidly  dwindled, 
demobilization  being  decidedly  drastic. 
Ships  were  tied  up.  sold  or 'broken  up.  In 
1918,  according  to  official  Ottawa  records. 
6,979  officers  and  men  were  serving  in 
Canada,  with  some  thousands  overseas, 
but  In  1920  the  total  was  Just  over  1.000. 
Gifts  from  England  In  1020,  the  Canadian 
Navy  acquired  the  cruiser  Aurora,  the  de- 
stroyers Patrician  and  Patriot,  as  well  ns 
two  submarines,  the  C H 14  and  the  C H. 
15 

In  1922.  two  short  years  afterwards,  the 
Canadian  Navy  again  tightened  its  belt, 
the  Aurora  and  the  submarines  were  sold, 
but  four  minesweepers  were  commissioned, 
Armen  tie  res  and  Thiepval  at  Esquimau, 
and  the  Ypres  and  Festubert  at  Halifax. 
In  this  same  year  personnel  of  the  Cana- 
dian Navy  had  reached  Its  lowest  ebb  - 
366  officers  and  men.  The  Royal  Naval 
College  closed  II  had  started  at  Halifax 
In  1911.  moved  to  Kingston  temporarily 
following  the  Halifax  explosion  and  then 
came  to  Esquimalt.  For  a few  years  then 
the  Canadian  Navy  was  more  or  less  quies- 
cent. In  1928  Canada  acquired  the  Cham- 
plain and  Vancouver  on  loan  until  two 
new  destroyers  could  be  built.  These  ships 
the  Skeena  and  the  Saguenay  were  com- 
missioned In  1931  and  the  Champlain  and 
Vancouver  purchased,  the  navy  then  com- 
prising four  destroyers  and  three  mine- 
sweepers. the  Thiepval  having  crashed  on, 
and  gone  down  near,  a rock  In  Barkley 
8onntl.  in  1930. 

Hose  had  succeeded  Kingsmlll  as  di- 
rector of  naval  service,  and  In  1934  he 
was  In  turn  succeeded  by  Captain  P.  W . 
now  Rear-Admiral  Nelles.  In  1936  the 
Vancouver  and  the  Champlain  were  sold 
down  the  river  to  ship  breakers,  having 
outlived  thetr  usefulness.  To  replace  them 
the  Dominion  Government  purchased  the 
Cygnet  and  Crescent  from  Britain,  re- 
naming them  St.  Laurent  and  Fraser. 


They  arrived  in  Canada  in  1937.  Construc- 
tion of  four  new  minesweepers  was  also 
started— two  In  the  East  and  two  in  the 
West;  and  In  1938  two  more  destroyers 
were  added  to  the  Canadian  Navy’s,  roster 
of  ships  which  were  named  Ottawa  and 
Restigouche. 

When  World  War  II  started  in  Septem- 
ber, 1939,  Canada  s navy  cotild  muster  131 
officers  and  1.643  men  ready  for  active 
service,  with  sixty-six  officers  and  196 
ratings  in  the  Royal  Canadian  Naval  Re- 
serve <men  who  weVe  familiar  with  the 
sea),  and  115  officers  and  1,453  men  In 
the  Royal  Canadian  Naval  Volunteer  Re- 
serve. as  well  as  some  200  skippers  and 
men  In  the  Fishermen's  Reserve,  a unit 
organized  In  1938  for  coast  patrol.  The 
total  units  comprised  fifteen  vessels,  vary- 
ing from  a small  auxiliary  ketch  to  a de- 
stroyer. two  naval  dockyards  and  nineteen 
R.C.N.V  R.  divisional  headquarters,  while 
negotiations  were  going  on  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  flotilla  leader  Kempenfclt, 
later  named  Assinlboine. 

No  story  of  the  Royal  Canadian  h’avy 
would  be  worth  while  or  complete  without 
some  reference  to  the  RC.N.V  R Without 
detracting  from  the  standard  of  the  good 
men  and  true  who  have  made  the  sea 
and  the  navy  their  careers  and  have  an 
intimate  knowledge  of  what  life  on  a ship 
afloat  means,  the  Canadian  Navy  would 
not  be  of  much  consequence  at  the  mo- 
ment if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  prac- 
tically all  of  Its  volunteers  have  come  to 
It  through  centres  of  the  R.C.N.V  R.,  which 
have  carried  on  In  much  their  own  way 
through  peace  time  years  with  very  little 
topside  encouragement. 

Bulk  of  Personnel 

IT  Is  from  the  little  groups  of  men  and 
lads  of  the  RC.N.V  R.  in  the  far-from- 
sea  sections  of  Central  Canada  and  the 
prairies,  that  the  bulk  of  the  personnel 
now  serving  In  the  Canadian  Nuvy  has 
come  For  several  decades  the  R.C  N.V.R. 
has  been  carrying  on  In  divisional  dis- 
tricts. Its  members  Imbued  with  the  sole 
thought  that  sometime  the  seamanship, 
signalling  and  other  knowledge  they  were 
acquiring  in  their  make-believe  ships  and 
meeting-place  routine  would  come  in  use- 
ful. It  has 

The  R.C.N.V  R.  Is  almost  as  old  as  the, 
Canadian  Navy.  Whether  the  originators 
of  it  had  any  premonition  of  what  was 
brewing  back  In  1912  is  neither  here  nor 
there  now.  Considering  the  formation  of 
a naval  reserve  Tor  some  time,  a group 
of  men  on  this  coast  took  active  steps  in 
May.  1913.  to  organize  the  R.C.N.V  R when 
a letter  was  written  and  dispatched  to 
Prime  Minister  Robert  Borden,  asking  for 
assistance.  Further  letters  to  the  Minister 
of  Naval  Affairs  brought  the  promise  that 
facilities  for  drilling  In  Esquimalt  Navy 
Yard  could  be  utilized  providing  the  sanc- 
llon  of  Captain  Hose  could  be  obtained 
pending  necessary  legislation  at  Ottawa. 

Captain  Hose  was  co-operative  and  on 
August  8.  1913,  the  first  naval  volunteer 
cohipanv  paraded  and  was  received  aboard 
H M S New  Zealand,  then  on  a visit  to 
Esquimalt,  and  on  August  14.  a few  days 
later,  the  volunteers  had  thetr  first  drill 
In  Esquimalt  Navy  Yard.  On  January  31, 
1914,  the  volunteers  felt  In  such  fine  fettle 
they  wanted  to  show  their  progress  to 
the  public,  and  on  that  day  presented 
thrmsrTves  In  their  first  public  drill  and 
parade,  during  which  competitions  were 
carried  out  between  the  volunteers  and 
crews  from  H M C S Rainbow  and  H MB. 
Algerine. 

Every  Canadian  Is  familiar  with  the 
record  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy  since 
the  present  war  started,  so  It  Is  hardly 
necessary  to  state  It  U doing  a good  job. 
What  Its  strength  is  In  ships  and  per- 
sonnel at  the  present  moment  only  the 
heads  of  the  service  at  Ottawa  know  It 
Is  growing  a bit  stronger  all  the  time,  and 
probably  will  never  revert  to  iU  early 


thirties’  status  again.  Canada  needs  a 
navy.  So  much  depends  upon  having  a 
good  one.  too.  Lacking  the  sea  power  we 
might  have  had,  at  the  same  time  Cana- 
dians should  take  comfort  in  the  knowl- 
edge that  the  present  personnel  of  their 
navy  has  measured  up  to  the  fine  pat- 
tern of  the  Royal  Navy  as  thetr  ships  go 
forth  at  the  orders  of  the  Admiralty  to 
perform  the  duUes  for  which  they  have 
been  selected  and  assigned.  Heirs  to  the 
best  traditions  of  "the  flag  that  braved 
a thousand  years  the  battle  and  the 
breeze."  the  men  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Navy  will  undoubtedly  live  up  to  every- 
thing for  which  the  White  Ensign  stands.

The  Divine  Society 

MODERN  thought  often  contrasts  "per- 
sonal’' with  "Institutional"  religion 
as  though  they  were  rivals  and  incompat- 
ibles Yet  a Christian  Is  bound  to  decide 
such  a point  not  according  to  his  owm  pre- 
possessions but  according  to  the  example 
and  teaching  of  our  Lord.  The  Gospels 
supply  ample  material  for  a decision. 
Christianity,  its  Founder  held,  is  both  an 
Individual  and  a social  religion,  of  which 
the  two  aspects  are  not  opposed  but  com- 
plementary. It  begins  with  the  regenera- 
tion of  the  Individual;  no  plea  of  mem- 
bership in  a Christian  community  can  les- 
sen the  need  of  individual  belief,  indivi- 
dual struggle  with  temptation,  and  a direct 
relationship  of  each  soul  with  God.  The 
most  solemn  warning  is  given  to  any  who 
Imagine  that  to  Join  in  saying  "Lord, 
Lord”  exempts  them  from  separately 
doing  the  wrlll. 

Yet  side  by  side  with  this,  the  Gospels 
disclose  another  strain  of  leaching.  If 
Christianity  begins  with  the  Individual,  It 
does  not  end  os  an  Individualistic  religion. 
Indeed,  the  individual  life  and  character 
must  be  developed.  Ih  ChrtKTT'View;  by 
service,  so  that  he  only  who  in  self-for- 
getfulness gives  his  life  lo  serving  others 
is  able  in  any  real  sense  lo  find  and  claim 
It.  For  the  sake  of  the  Individual,  there- 
fore, our  Lord  created  a society.  He  left 
His  followers  In  no  doubt  of  Hls  wish  to 
perpetuate  it.  They  were  to  preach  His 
Gospel,  and  soon  It  would  be  carried  from 
Jews  to  Gentiles,  from  Asia  to  Europe  But 
always  and  everywhere  those  who  were 
convinced  of  Its  truth  must  be  admitted, 
by  the  formal  initiatory  rite  He  had 
chosen,  into  membership  of  the  society. 
Even  If  Paul  was  sure  that  he  had  been 
summoned  to  hls  new  way  of  living  by  the 
voice  of  the  Lord  Himself,  this  was  not 
thought  to  dispense  the  convert  from  the 
need  of  being  made  a member  of  the  so- 
ciety by  the  accustomed  method.  If.  in  the 
view  of  those  who  had  been  taught  by 
our  Lord,  any  man  became  a Christian, 
this  meant  that  he  was  pledged  to  fun- 
damental changes  In  his  individual  life, 
but  It  meant  also,  and  no  less  certainly, 
that  he  must  be  enrolled  a*  a member  of 
the  Christian  community,  thereby  both 
gaining  the  benefits  and  accepting  the 
obligations  of  membership. 

The  significance  of  the  indubitable  fact 
of  Christian  history  was  obscured  when 
the  original  society  became  divided  Into 
.sectional  and  rival  bodies.  Yet  an  . under- 
lying unity  persists  in  spite  of  these  divi- 
sions No  ecclesiastical  or  doctrinal  differ- 
ences can  change  the  character  of  Chris- 
tianity as  a social  as  well  as  an  individual 
religion,  or  destroy  that  Idea  of  member- 
ship in  a body  which  the  disciples  of  our 
Lord  held  to  be  essential. 

Stick  and  Ring 

TIE  a piece  of  string  to  a small  curtain 
or  finger  ring,  hold  It  up.  hand  a 
friend  a short  length  of  sticlc.  like  a twig, 
which  Is  not  quite  straight,  and  tell  him 
he  cannot  push  It  through  the  ring  If  he 
covers  one  eye.

Trafalgar  Daq,  1941 


Di  T V.  LON08TAPV 

THE  victory  of  the  Mediterranean 
Fleet  under  the  command  of  Vice- 
Admiral  Lord  Nelson  over  the  com- 
bined squadrons  of  France  and  Spain  off 
Cape  Trafalgar  on  October  21,  1805,  was 
one  of  vast  Importance  to  the  future  free- 
dom of  Europe.  Though  this  famous  bat- 
tle took  place  136  years  ago,  yet  the  seven 
large  volumes  of  the  great  seaman  s let- 
ters and  dispatches  < published  In  1845) 
are  still  studied  by  naval  officers  and 
others  to  endeavor  to  acquire  some  of  hls 
wisdom  an^  touch.  At  this  battle  the 
British  Vice-Admiral  surprised  the  enemy 
squadrons  by  employing  new  tactics, 
Which  his  officers  and  ratings  called  the 
Nelson  touch.  It  can  be  stated  that  while 
the  French  and  Spanish  flag  officers  were 
waiting  for  the  attack  to.,  fully  develop, 
the  captains  under  Nelson  and  Colling - 
wood  got  in  their  most  effective  hammer 
blows,  and  pierced  the  enemy  lines  in 
many  places,  thus  bringing  superior  Torce 
around  a minority  of  the  enemy, 

What  were  the  feelings  of  the  British 
seamen  gunners  when  going  Into  action? 
Let  Seaman  Gunner  John  Nlcol  iof  Leith), 
who  served  in  the  seventv-four-gun  ship 
Goliah  at  Lite  Battle  of  Cape  St  Vincent 
on  February  14'.  1797.  speak.  He  says: 
“While  we  lay  at  Lisbon  we  got  private 
Intelligence  overland  that  the  Spanish 
fleet  was  at.  sea.  We  with  all  dispatch  sot 
sail  in  pursuit  of  them.  We  were  so  for- 
tunate as  to  come  in  sight  of  them  by 
break  of  day,  on  February  14.  off  Cape 
8t.  Vincent.  They  consisted  of  twenty-five 
sail,  mostly  three-deckers  We  were  only 
eighteen;  but  we  were  English,  and  we 
gave  them  their  Valentines  in  style.  Soon 
as  we  came  In  sight  a bustle  commenced 
not  to  be  conceived  or  described.  To  do 
it  Justice,  while  every  man  was  as  busy 
as  he  could  be,  the  greatest  order  pre- 
vailed. A serious  cast  was  to  be  perceived 
on  every  face;  but  not  a shade  of  doubt 
or  fear.  We  rejoiced  In  a general  action; 
not  that  we  loved  fighting,  but  we  all 
wished  to  be  free  to  return  to  our  homes 
and  follow  our  own  pursuits  We  knew 
there  was  no  other  way  -of  obtaining  this 
than  by  defeating  the  enemy  The  hotter 
war  the  sooner  peace'  was  a saying  with 
us.  When  everything  wus  cleared,  the 
ports  open,  the  matches  lighted,  and  guns 
run  out.  then  we  gave  them  three  such 
cheer*  as  are  only  to  bp  heard  In  a British 
man-of-war  This  Intimidates  the  enemy 
more  than  a broadside,  as  they  have  often 
declared  Iff'  me.  It  shows  them  all  is 
right;  and  the  men  in  the  true  spirit  bay- 
ing to  be  at  them._  During  th^  action,  my 
filiation  was  not  one  of  danger,  but  most 
wounding  to  my  feelings,  and  trying  to  my 
patience  I was  stationed  in  the  after 
magazine.  serving  powder  from  the  screen, 
and  could  see  nothing;  but  I could  feel 
every  shot  that  struck  the  Oollah;  and 
the  cries  and  groans  of  the  wounded  were 
most  distressing,  a*  there  was  only  the 
thickness  of  the  blanket*  of  the  screen 
between  me  and  Them.  Busy  as  I was.  the 
time  hung  upon  me  with  a dreary  weight. 
Not  a soul  spoke  to  me  but  the  master- 
at-arms.  as  he  went  his  rounds  to  Inquire 
If  all  was  safe.  No  sick  person  ever  longed 
more  for  hls  physician  than  I for  the 
voice  of  the  master-at-arms  The  sur- 
geons mate,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
action,  spoke  a little;  but  hi*  hand*  were 
soon  too  full  of  hls  own  affairs  Those 
who  were  carrying  < powder  for  the  gun*) 
run  like  wild  creature*  and  scarce  open 
their  lips  I would  far  rather  have  been 
on  the  decks,  amid  the  bustle,  for  there 
the  time  flew  on  eagle's  wings.  The  Oollah 
was  sore  beset;  for  some  time  *he  had 
two  th  me -deckers  upon  her.  The  men 
stood  to  thetr  guns  as  cool  a*  if  they  had 
been  exercising.  The  Admiral  tSir  John 


Jervis)  ordered  the  Britannia  lo  our  as- 
sistance. Towards  the  close  of  the  action, 
the  men  were  very  weary.  . . . The 
fleet  was  In  such  a shattered  situation, 
we  lay  twenty-four  hours  in  sight  of  them, 
repairing  our  rigging.  It  Is  after  the  ac- 
tion the  disagreeable  pari  commences; 
the  crews  are  wrought  to  the  utmost  of 
their  strength,  for  days  they  have  no 
remission  of  their  toll;  repairing  the  rig- 
ging, and  other  parts  Injured  in  the  ac- 
tion; their  spirits  are  broke  by  fatigue; 
they  have  no  leisure  to  talk  of  the  battle; 
and,  when  the  usual  round  of  duty  re- 
turns, we  do  not  choose  to  revert  to  a 
disagreeable  subject.  Who  can  speak  of 
what  he  did  where  all  did  their  utmost?" 

The  above  extract  gives  some  idea  of 
the  thoughts  of  the  lower  deck  men  who 
manned  Nelson's  ships.  Let  us  now  have 
a few  sayings  of  Nelson  himself,  which 
express  hla  thoughts  Writing  off  Toulon 
on  November  24.  1803:  “The  French  fleet 
yesterday  at  two  o'clock  was  In  appear- 
ance in  high  feather,  and  as  fine  as  paint 
could  make  them  . . . but  when  they 
may  eall,  or  where  they  will  go,  I am  very 
sorry  to  say  is  a secret  I am  not  acquaint- 
ed with.  Our  weather-beaten  ships,  I 
have  no  fear,  will  make  their  sides  Hke  a 
plum  pudding.”  Again  writing  on  May  14, 
1804,  he  says;  "The  Spanish  funds  have 
suddenly  fallen  10  per-cent,  and  the  peo- 
ple fear  a war  with  England,  but  I hop# 
that  will  be  avoided.  I want  not  riches  at 
such  a dreadful  price.  Peace  for  our 
country  U all  I wish  to  fight  for— I mean, 
of  course,  an  honorable  one,  without 
which  It  cannot  be  a secure  one." 

Fitness  and  Health 

TODAY  in  1941,  physical  fitness  and 
good  health  is  made  »o  much  of  in  the 
fighting  forces  that  It  Is  Interesting  to 
review  Nelson's  health  In  1805  He  suffered 
from  ill-health  In  the  Mediterranean  and 
had  little  leave  on  shore,  for  he  says  on 
July  20.  1805:  "I  went  on  shore  for  the 
first  time  since  June  16.  1803;  and  from 
having  my  foot  out  of  the  Victory,  two 
years,  wanting  ten  days."  War  calls 
leaders  at  all  times  to  overcome  stcXne.vs 
and  fatigue,  for  on  September  3.  1805.  nt 
Merton.  Nelson  says:  "I  hold  myself  ready 
to  go  forth  .whenever  I am  desired,  al- 
though Ood  knows  I want  rest;  but  self 
Is  entirely  out  of  the  question  ” One  does 
not  read  of  officers  being  invalided  out  of 
the  service  at  the  time  of  Trafalgar. 

After  all  the  above  thoughts  are  borne 
in  mind,  the  fnmou*  signal.  "England 
expects  that  every  man  will  do  hls  duty,” 
has  added  force  to  the  words  and  mokes 
* gfeaTer  calT  than  ever  to  all  Canadian 
leaders  at  this  hour  of  world  battle 
against  active  evil  oppression.  Nelson 
wished  to  use  the  word  “confides,"  but 
that  alone  tfbuld  have  required  eleven 
flags  in  eight  hoists  As  It  was.  only 
twelve  hoists  were  required  for  the  whole 
message.  After  all  the  hoists  of  the 
famous  signal  had  been  made,  hls  favor- 
ite signal  of  two  flags.  “Engage  the  enemy 
more  closely,"  w-as  made  and  kept  hoisted 
throughout  the  battle.  Nelson  did  not 
keep  hts  tactical  ideas  to  himself,  but  dis- 
cussed them  freely  with  hls  captains  dur- 
ing the  months  of  watching  and  prepar- 
ation. and  this  was  one  of  the  secret*  of 
the  success  of  the  "Nelson  touch  "

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Autumn  Days  on  the  Coast

1HAD  the  good  fortune  to  come  to  Vic- 
toria T?Ta  beautiful  Fall  season.  It  was 
the  year  1901  and  the  Duke  and  Duch- _ 
ess  of  York,  afterwards  King  Oeorge  V 
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visited  the  city  and  enjoyed  royal  weather 
during  their  stay,  as  the  older  residents 
will  remember.  Iif  Alberta  when  I left 
‘he  poplars  were  long  stripped  of  their 
leaves  and  the  grass  lay  sere  and  yel- 
low under  the  frosts  of  Autumn.  In  the 
early  morning  of  October  22  I stepped  out 
on  the  platform  at  Mission  and  found 
myself  in  a new  world  The  little  garden 
at  the  station  still  retains  its  beauty,  but 
to  me  then  It  was  a revelation.  In  the 
fourteen  Summers  I hud' spent  on  the 
prairies  never  had  I seen  such  a con- 
course of  flowers  and  a lawn  of  such 
amazing  greenness.  The  air  was  moist  and 
mild  in  the  pale  sunshine.  In  itself  a great 
change  from  the  dry  air  of  a country 
where  it  was  customary  to  tell  newcomers 
that  ‘even  the  rain  is  dry  ” And  then 
when  I hud  crossed  the  Strait  of  Georgia 
and  the  old  Charmer  had  landed  me  at 
the  landing-stage  at  Wharf  Street  more 
wonders  opened  out  on  my  astonished 
eyes.  It  was  evening,  but  I recall  my  first 
sight  of  great  Lombardy  poplars  along 
Blanshard  Street  still  in  leaf  and  old 
Christ  Church  Cathedral  rising  grey  above 
them. 

Next  day  I found  myself  in  a paradise 
of  flowers.  The  gardens  were  still  full  of 
dahlias  and  roses  I saw  them  gathered 
by  armfuls  moist  with  the  Autumn  dew. 
The  oaks  were  still  green,  and  Indeed, 
few  if  any  trees  or  shrubs  showed  signs  of 
the  fall  of  the  leaf  After  the  three  or 
four  years  of  incessantly  wet  Summers 
on  the  Alberta  prairies  this  Coast  Autumn 
seemed  glorious  as  mld-Summer  in  ils 
wealth  of  color  and  scent.  Out  at  the  little 
rectory  of  St.  Luke's  the  orchard  was  red 
with  ripening  apples,  tomatoes  still  hung 
on  their  vines,  roses  were  budding  and 
blooming,  even  the  passion-flower  on  the 
porch  showed  no  sign  of  frost  I did  not 
go  far  a field,  of  course,  in  those  early 
days  but  I *^iw  the  colors  change  and  the 
leaves  begin  , to  leave  the  parent  branches 
In  the  weeks',  before  Christmas,  and  even 
In  that  week  of  holiday  I gathered  rose- 
buds in  the  garden  and  sent  them  back 
to  Wintry  Alberta. 

"Fond  Memory  Brings  the  Light" 

BUT  the  second  Fall  I must  confess 
brought  a disturbance.  The  coming 
change  of  season  seemed  more  marked 
perhaps  when  Winter  and  Spring  and 
Summer  had  passed  In  order.  When  I saw 
the  first  color  of  Autumn  in  the  leaves  I 
fell  a breath  from  an  Albertan  hillside 
after  the  Qrst  frost,  a breath  that  bore 
on  It  the  strange  scent  of  the  high-bush 
cranberry  or  mooseberry.'  and  the  milder 
odors  of  fallen  leaves  of  poplar  and  wil- 
low And  with  the  scent  I .saw  again  the 
Indian  Summer  landscape,  the  amazing 
blue  of  the  sky.  the  golden  hHK  th*  shad- 
owed coulees,  the  quiet  lukes,  the  sloughs 
where  the  thatch-grass  makes  a mat  of 
olivaceous  green.  I saw  the  bushes  laden 
still  with  little  black  gooseberries  and  I 
heard  the  whirr  of  the  prairie-chickens 
as  they  rose  on  the  wing  From  the  lakes 
and  ponds  and  winding  creeks  I heard 
the  cries  of  wildfowl.  Up  from  the  hori- 
zon across  the  sky  I tracked  the  V- 
.shaped  flight*  or  geese  till  they  sank  out 
of  sight  in  some  hollow  of  the-hllls.  or  In 
higher  flight  winged  their  way  across  the 
zenith  till  the  opposite  horizon  received 
them.  It  was  a mild  attack  of  nostalgia, 
of  homesickness,  and  for  two  or  three 
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years  It  recurred  at  the  same  season  and 
under  the  same  urge.  I suppose  most 
prairie  people  who  come  here  have  felt 
it  In  some  form  or  another. 

• It  reminds  us  of  course  that  our  Au- 
tumns at  the  Coast  are  not  only  milder 
and  molster  than  those  or  the  country 
beyond  the  Rockies,  but  that  our  Fall 
landscape  is  also  different.  I know  noth- 
ing at  first-hand,  of  Eastern  Canada  ex- 
cept two  or  three  weeks  spent  there  one 
year  Just  before  the  autumnal  change 
came  I did  actually  see  one  flaming 
scarlet  maple  on  the  shore  of  Lake  Huron 
on  the  way  westward.  But  here  is  an  ex- 
tract from  a published  letter  written  in 
New  England  on  October  7,  1894;  “The 
morning  is  bright  and  sunny,  but  It  is 
cold,  and  with  frost  in  the  lowlands.  The 
day  has  continued  absolutely  cloudless, 
save  just  enough  at  sunset  to  let  It  end 
in  glory— the  sky  a dome  of  perfect  blue. 
Looking  from  the  terrace,  I see  that  Oc- 
tober has  been  tinting  the  foliage  here 
and  there,  now'  a touch  of  yellow  or 
orange  on  a sassafras,  and  now  scarlet  and 
gold  on  a maple,  or  crimson  upon  su- 
mack  or  woodbine.  In  the  steely  atmos- 
phere the  lines  of  the  hills  come  out 
shurp  and  clear,  and  even  those,  upon 
my  farthest  horizon,  thirty  miles  away, 
approach  to  a friendly  nearness.” 

In  the  "New  Dominion  Magazine."  pub- 
lished in  Montreal  in  1867.  and  the  first 
number  of  the  first  volume  an  article  by 
Thoreau  Is  reprinted  from  the  "Atlantic 
Monthly.”  just  five  years  after  the  Wal- 
den philosopher's  death.  Its  subject  Is 
Autumnal  Tints"  and  it  has  some  very 
interesting  notes  on  the  Fall  coloration 
of  the  red  maple  and  the  elm,  the  Amer- 
ican elm.  He  says  he  had  thought  of 


making  a collection  of  Autumn  leaves 
when  each  had  attained  its  brightest 
characteristic  color  in  Its  transition  from 
the  green  to  the  brown  state,  outlining 
each  and  copying  Its  color  exactly  with 
paint  in  a book  which  should  be  entitled 
•'October  or  Autumn  Tints.”  His  idea  was 
to  begin  with  the  earliest  reddening  of 
woodbine  and  down  through  maples,  hic- 
kories. and  sumachs,  and  many  beauti- 
fully freckled  leaves  less  generally  known, 
to  the  latest  oaks  and  aspens.  He  remarks 
that  Europeans  coming  to  America  are 
surprised  by  the  brilliancy  of  the  au- 
tumnal foliage,  that  there  Is  no  account 
of  such  a phenomenon  in  English  poetry 
because  the  trees  acquire  but  few  bright 
colors  there,  and  that  October  had  hardly 
tinged  the  poetry  of  this  continent  . I sup- 
pose Ihe  "New  Dominion"  would  hardly 
have  given  Its  readers  this  article  had 
there  not  been  an  essential  similarity  in 
the  Fall  foliage  of  Eastern  Canada  and 
of  the  New  England  states. 

At  Fort.  Saskatchewan  in  1894  one  of 
the  officers  of  the  R N.W  M P had  an 
album  of  Ontario  Autumn  leaves  after  the 
pattern  of  Thoreau’s  Idea;  not.  however, 
mere  copies,  but  the  very  leaves  them- 
selves. and  It  was  an  unforgettable  record 
of  the  beauties  of  the  Province.  Even 
then,  of  course,  leaves  systematically  ar- 
ranged In  an  album  arc  not  to  be  com- 
pared with  the  rohage  of  the  forest 

"When  the  Autumn  southward  turns 
away; 

And  every  leaf.  Intensely  blosiomlng, 
Makes  the  year's  sunset  pale  the  set  of 
day." 

No  wonder  that  people  from  Old  Can- 


ada have  their  passing  touches  of  nos- 
talgia when  the  time  of  the  hunter’s  moon 
draws  near. 

When  Our  Coast  Leaves  Turn 

ALTHOUGH  we  have  no  such  brilliancy 
as  the  East  we  have  a very  fine  dis- 
play of  color  In  our  trees  and  shrubs.  The 
large-leaved  maple  Is,  of  course,  our  rich- 
est hardwood  tree  in  foliage.  It  is  at  its 
best.  I think,  in  the  Spring  when  the 
great  leaves  open  out  and  the  massive 
dome  is  of  a peculiarly  sort  and  tender 
green.  In  Autumn  It  changes  irregularly 
and  patchily  into  a vivid  yellow  with  a 
reddish  tint  in  places,  almost  orange. 
The  smooth-leaved  maple  of  the  sea- 
shore and  streambeds,  sometimes  erron- 
eously called  "vine-maple,”  takes  on 
charming  reds  of  a crimson  tint.  It  is  host 
to  a bright  crimson  fungus  which  rather 
adds  to  the  beauty  of  the  green  leaves 
by  contrast  and  Is  found  not  only  here 
but  just  as  abundantly  on  the  same 
species  In  the  Interior  of  the  Province  In 
fact,  the  fungus  but  Intensifies  the  tint 
of  Its  host  found  in  stem,  and  flower,  and 
fruit  ■% 

Outside  one  of  our  windows  Is  a red- 
baiked  dogwood,  the  shrub  found  abun- 
dantly along  the  edge  of  swampy  ground 
and  bearing  clusters  of  small  white  flow- 
ers and  without  the  great  white  bract* 
of  the  "flowering  dogwood"  tree  Its  leaves 
here  on  the  north  side  of  the  house,  and 
In  a greatly  shaded  spot  are  taking  on  a 
beautiful  cleur  rose-pink,  exquisite  when 
the  reflected  sun  shines  through  them. 
And.  of  course,  we  all  know  what  an  ob- 
ject of  beauty  the  tree  dogwood  Is  along 
our  country  roads  at  this  season  because 
of  this  same  rosy  color  of  Its  foliage.  The 


cottonwoods  take  on  a bright  golden  yel- 
low. deeper  and  stronger  than  that  of  the 
aspen  poplars.  The  willows  are  also  re- 
markable for  their  various  shades  of  yel- 
low. and  make  a particularly  fine  effect 

one  t 


front  of  a dark  forest  of  nr.  The  arbutus 
contributes  at  this  season  not  Its  leaves 
but  its  fruit.  Everyone  must  have  noticed 
along  the  Gorge  Road  and  out  towards 
Langford  and  Colwood  and  Luxton  the 
superb  display  of  arbutus  berries  this 
year.  The  huge  scarlet  bunches  are  worth 
going  miles  to  see.  Gardeners,  as  a rule, 
dislike  this  tree's  habit  of  shedding  its 
leaves  in  Summer,  but  It  Is  surely  more 
than  make  (ip  for  by  its  permanent  coat 
of  bright  and  shining  green  and  Its  ruddy 
trunk  and  branches.  The  alder,  our  com- 
monest tree  by  the  side  of  water,  salt  or 
fresh,  is  the  slowest  of  trees  to  change 
tiie  color  of  its  coat;  In  fact.  It  holds  on 
to  its  greenery  very  persistently  so  that 
even  when  its  leaves  fall  they  have  only 
attained  an  olivaceous  or  yellowish  green 
and  In  that  c‘  j He  on  the  wet 

ground  for  weeks.  It  actually  holds  ft* 
leaves  the  longest  of  any  of  our  hard- 
wood trees,  just  as  It  Is  one  of  the  first 
to'  show  by  Its  reddening  catkins  the  ap- 
proach of  Spring.  And  there  Is  something 
to  be  said  for  a climate  that  enables  a 
tree  to  keep  its  foliage  well  Into  what  are 
usually  called  Winter  months.  The  oak 
has  colors  of  Its  own  which  fitly  charac- 
terize Its  nature.  They  are  such  as  rather 
suggest  metal,  copper  and  bronze,  ruddy 
brown  or  russet  and  a siroag  yellow  If 
you  examine  the  leaves  closely  you  natur- 
ally find  that  they  are  at  first  mottled 
with  deep  red  and  with  green  and  this 
modifies  the  general  color  The  effect  is 
rather  sober  than  brilliant  ms  befits  the 
three  that  represents  in  our  flora  the 
English  oak  of  which  Dryden  wrote: 

"The  monarch  oak.  the  patriarch  of  trees. 
Shoots  rising  up.  and  spreads  by  slow 
degrees; 

Three  centuries  he  grows,  and  three  he 
cays.” 

Supreme  in  state,  and  In  three  more  de- 
stays. 

Generally  speaking,  our  Autumn  colors 
more  resemble  those  of  Great  Britain, 
except  that  we  have  such  a preponder- 
ance of  coniferous  trees  and  these  give  a 
.sombre  air  to  the  scene  We  do  not  notice 
this  so  much  when  we  are  close  to  them 
but. -at  a distance  they  lose  their  green- 
ness in  a dark  neutraj  tint  which  passes 
into  a blue  as  the  distance  Increases. 
Where  there  are  qrchards.  however,  new 
colors  come  Into  view.  Pear  trees  often 
show  very  fine  reds  and  cherries  give  clear 
and  lovely  yellows.  The  Introduction  of 
exotic  trees  and  shrubs  also  leads  to  new 
colors  In  the  scene  where  gardens  spring 
up.  One  of  the  brightest  contributions 
thus  made  Is  that  of  the  sumach.  I have 
seen  within  the  last  few  days  specimens 
ranging  from  flame  color  to  deep,  almost 
purplish  red.  The  roblnias  or  false  acacias 
are  always  pretty  and  graceful  In  leaf 
and  not  least  when  they  take  on  their 
delicate  Autumn  yellow.  Such  common 
trees  as  the  rowan  or  mountain  ash  con- 
tribute much  In  this  way  and  even  the 
thorns  black  and  white  develop  pleasant 
homely  tints  Out  by  Goldstream  the  hazel 
glades  art  beautiful  to  see  when  they 
attire  themselves  in  their  golden  apparel 
in  the  magic  change  of  Autumn. 

Here  Is  a description  of  a fine  Autumn 
in  England  from  Mtss  Mitford's  ‘‘Our  Vil- 
lage," a series  of  picture*  of  a century 


ago:  "October  27  — A lovely  autumnal  day; 
the  air  soft,  balmy,  genial;  the  sky  of  that 
softened  and  delicate  blue  upon  which 
the  eye  loves  to  rest — Uie  blue  which  give* 
such  relief  to  the  rich  beauty  of  the  earth: 


low  tint*  of  the  most  gorgeous  of  the  sea- 
sons . . . Such  an  Autumn  glows  upon  us 
like  a splendid  evening;  it  isthe  very 
sunset  of  the  year  . . . All  The  tints  of  the 
glorious  Autumn,  orange,  tawny,  yellow, 
red.  are  poured  in  profusion  among  the 
bright  greens  of  the  meadows  and  turnip 
fields,  till  the  eyes  are  satiated  with  color." 

The  Insect  World 

'“pHE  recent  rains  have  had  a marked 
A effect  on  the  busy  insect  life  that 
marks  the  garden  in  earlier  Autumn  Only 
a little  while  ago  the  Michaelmas  daisies 
and  the  heaths  were  In  constant  motion 
from  the  incessant  scurry  and  flight  of 
their  winged  visitors.  The  IShney-bees  and 
the  bumble-bees  were  the  largest  In  th* 
company,  but  greatly  out numbered  by  the 
various  files,  hover-files,  bee-files,  drone- 
flies.  Then  the  skippers,  last  ol  the  but- 
terfly tribe,  were  active  in  their  own  way, 
so  characteristic  as  to  give  them  their 
popular  name.  But  as  these  larger  kinds 
lessened,  whole  hosts  ol  tiny  flies  ap- 
peared and  are  still  with  us.  Whenever 
there  is  a lull  in  the  rain  or  tiie  wind 
takes  a rest  you  may  see  them  in  little 
clouds  against  the  light  like  swarming 
bees.  In  the  garden  are  multitudes  of 
little  white  hoppers  and  Irom  the  haw- 
thorn branches  along  the  brmtrrard  the 
little  emerald  caterpillars  are  beginning 
their  annual  excursions  on  the  hats  and 
clothing  of  passers-by  From  now  on  th* 
season  will  be  marked  by  a singular  phen- 
omenon to  outsiders,  tiie  residents  of  this 
street  and  those  tributary  to  it  will  be 
following  the  adage  "Keep  in  the  middle 
of  the  road.” 

The  minute  insects  contribute  some- 
thing to  the  Autumn  spectacle  if  only  as 
little  clouds  of  man  or  less  nebulous  mat- 
ter in  continual  revolution  This  is  per- 
haps the  best  season  to  observe  the  won- 
ders of  the  spider's  weaving  powers  Soma 
of  the  webs  are  funnel-like  openings  In 
a vast  mass  of  web.  while  others  are  the 
beautifully  symmetrical  forms  of  the  orb- 
weavers.  While  many  of  the  spider  con- 
trivances are  open  to  tire  sight  of  every 
passer-by  there  are  others  that  are  con- 
cealed In  dark  corners  and  other  out-of- 
the-way  places  The  big  spiders^  that 
roam  the  house  in  the  evenings  do  not 
display  their  web  but  w-eave  It  In  dark 
corners  above  or  below,  such  as  basement 
or  attic.  They  seem  to  have  a penchant 
for  the  bath,  but  that  l*  due  to  the  diffi- 
culty of  climbing  the  steep  and  smooth 
precipices  surrounding  It  when  by  chance 
they  get  into  it  Outside,  under  the  edges 
of  boards  and  the  corners  of  pillars  abun- 
dance of  spiders  hide  themselves  and 
carry  on  their  hunting  campaigns.  But 
the  architecture  of  spiders  Is  manifold 
and  it  Is  difficult  to  find  a place  where 
some  species  or  other  has  not  established 
itself,  not  excluding  "kings’  palaces  " But 
unlike  so  many  of  the  insects  the  spiders 
are  themselves  shy  creatures  and  It  is 
chiefly  when  their  webs  are  made  visible 
by  sun-lit  water-drops  along  their  threads 
that  they  contribute  to  the  Autumn  land- 
scape. clothing  field  and  bush  In  tapestry 
of  silver. 


Why  R.A.F.  Losses  Are  Bound  to  Increase

IN  Europe  the  Royal  Air  Force  Is  now 
losing  more  heavily  than  the  German 
air  force  Is  losing  In  the  West.  Its 
bomber  losses  are  sometimes  --two  and 
three  times  as  great  and  It*  fighter  losses 
are  often  higher  than  the  German  ones 
though  not  to  the  same  extent  as  the 
bombers. 

Once  the  R A F.  lost  fourteen  fighters 
for  one  Oerman  machine  known  to  be 
destroyed  On  another  day  the  RAF  last 
ten  fighters  and  the  Germans  last  ton.  In 
the  great  daylight  raid  on  the  Cologne 
power  stations  we  lost  In  bombers  a much 
heavier  proportion. 

After  the  figures  for  the  air  battle  over 
Britain— I call  It  that  by  the  way  because 
tt  was  not  really  the  Battle  of  Britain, 
that  Is  still  going  on— the  present  figures 
seem  depressing. 

On  August  18.  1940.  for  Instance,  the 
RAF  and  anti-aircraft  guns  shot  down 
nearly  seven  enemy  aircraft  for  every  loss 
we  suffered,  the  figures  being  153  enemy 
aircraft  for  twenty-two  of  our  own  On 
August  31,  a year  ago.  the  R A F and  the 
anti-aircraft  guns  shot  down  eighty-eight 
machines  and  we  last  fifteen 

We  have  learned  to  expect  that  the 
Royal  Air  Force  would  get  stronger  and 
stronger.  And  It  has  got  stronger  and 
stronger,  so  It  seems  puzzling  at  first  that 
It  should  suffer  so  much  more  heavily  in 
relation  to  the  enemy  nfcw  than  It  did 
then.  Some  of  the  reasons  for  this  change 
are  obvious.  Some  are  not.  For  Instance, 
li*  quoting  the  figures  for  a year  ago  I had 
to  mention  in  each  case  that  some  of  the 
Oerman  alrcrart  brought  down  were  de- 
stroyed by  anti-aircraft  Are  On  the  two 
dates  I mentioned.  August  18  and  August 
11,  the  anU-alrcraft  gun*  shot  down 
twenty- five  and  fifteen  enemy  machines 

Hit-and-Run  Raids 

TOWADAY8  our  anti-aircraft  guns 
yJN  shoot  down  very  few  machines.  And 


the  reason  Is  that  there  are  very  few  to 
shoot  at.  The  Germans  are  now  keeping 
over  Germany  or  occupied  territory  most 
of  the  time.  For  many  weeks  they  have 
hardly  ever  attempted  to  come  over  Eng- 
land In  daylight.  And  when  they  have 
attempted  It.  they  have  contented  them- 
selves with  darting  In  to  some  coast  town, 
dropping  a bomb  or  two  and  running 
away  again  as  fast  as  passible. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  fighters  and 
bombers  of  the  Royal  Air  Force  now  spend 
the  greater  part  of  their  days  and  nights 
over  enemy-held  country.  So.  while  our 
anU-alrcraft  guns  have  few  chances  of 
helping,  the  German  anti-aircraft  gun- 
ners have  a much  better  chance  than  they 
nad  a year  ago. 

There  is  the  first  reason  for  the  In- 
ci eased  RAF  casualties  and  for  the  de- 
terioration of  the  ratio  between  our  own 
and  enemy  air  casualties.  A year  ago  we 
were  defending  and  they  were  attacking; 
now  we  are  attacking  and  they  are  de- 
fending 

It  is  true,  of  course,  that  the  Germans 
now  have  the  campaign  In  Russia  on 
their  hands,  so  that  we  do  not  have  to 
deal  with  such  large  Oerman  ulr  forces  as 
we  did  a year  ago  Bui  It  seems  that  the 
Germans  have  chiefly  transferred  bomb- 
rrs  to  the  Eastern  Front  and  have  left  a 
Rood  number  of  fighters  In  the  West, 
Probably  they  did  this  because  they  knew 
that  the  RAF  would  soon  be  taking  the 
offensive  Even  so.  their  fighter  strength 
in  thi  West  is  not  great  enough  to  put  the 
smallest  check  on  the  R AF  attacks  They 
go  through  according  to  programme  and 
at  a steadily  increasing  weight 
The  obvious  reason  for  the  increased 
RAF  casualties,  then.  Is  that  the  offen- 
sive is  now  undertaken  by  our  pilot*  and 
not  by  the  enemy  pilots  A less  obvious 
reason  Is  concerned  with  the  selection  of 
targets  and  the  strategical  situation  The 
Royal  Air  Force  l*  selecting  the  targets 


which  It  believes  to  be  the  most  Impor- 
tant. Most  of  these  are  within  Germany, 
though  there  are  a few  In  occupied 
France,  Belgium  and  Holland.  Casualties 
could  be  brought  down  readily  enough  If 
the  RAF  were  to  confine  Its  attacks  to 
those  targets  which  are  within  easier 
reach  and  to  disregard  their  Importance. 
Important  targets  are  always  heavily  de- 
fended. They  also  happen  to  be  a long 
way  away.  When  the  Germans  came  over 
here  a year  ago  they  did  not  attempt  to 
attack  in  the  daylight  In  any  force  targets 
which  were  outside  their  fighter  ranges. 
So  they  could  escort  their  bombers  all  the 
way  out  and  all  the  way  back. 

When  the  RAF  raided  the  power  sta- 
t.ons  at  Cologne  In  daylight  our  escorting 
fighters  had  to  leave  the  bombers  at  Ant- 
werp and  to  let  them  go  on  alone  That 
Is  what  the  R A F.  has  to  do  when  It  wants 
to  get  at  the  important  targets,  It  has  to 
send  out  bombers  which  must  make  a 
large  part  of  the  trip  without  any  escort. 
In  such  circumstances,  casualties  are 
bound  to  be  high.  The  fllstance  flown  over 
enemy  country  is  great,  and  this  allows 
the  defences  plenty  of  time  to  get  ready 
und  to  assemble  fighters  nn  the  attacking 
force*: —

a OAIN.  at  night  we  are  using  much 
A stronger  forces  Only  recently  have 
figures  been  given  of  the  numbers  of  alr- 
iraft  we  send  over.  One  night  It  was  300. 
Another  night  100  When  forces  as  large 
as  this  are  sent  out  to  fly  far  Into  Oer- 
rr.any  by  night,  casualties  are  Inevitable 
Remember  ilwy  “TiSve  to  go  about  five 
limes  as  far  to  reach  Berlin  as  the  Ger- 
man bombers  have  to  go  to  reach  London. 
I suppose  on  the  average  they  fly  three 
times  as' far  Tot  every  raid  Yet  the  losses 
have  been  down  below  5 per  cent  nearly 
ail  the  time,  and  sometimes  they  have 
been  down  at  2 per  cent  and  less.  But 


we  cannot  expect  to  undertake  these  ex- 
liaordlnarily  difficult  and  dangerous 
operations  without  some  losses. 

Finally,  I want  to  keep  these  RAF 
losses  in  perspective  Everybody  deplores 
them,  of  course.  But  when  they  are 
looked  at  In  relation  to  the  whole  war. 
they  are  seen  to  be  so  small  as  to  be  al- 
most Insignificant.  When  fifteen  fighters 
r.re  lost,  It  sounds  a lot.  but  It  means  that 
fifteen  men  are  lost  and  that  Is  not  a 
large  number.  When  a dozen  heavy  night 
bombers  are  lost,  the  number  of  men  lost 
is  still  less  than  100.  Air  Force  casualties 
are  spread  out.  They  continue  day  by  day. 
but  they  do  not  suddenly  rise  to  extremely 
high  figures  such  as  you  get  If  a ship  like 
the  Hood  goes  down. 

One  thing  Is  certain— that  until  the 
German  atr  force  has  been  beaten  out  of 
the  sky  Royal  Air  Force  casualties  will 
r'.*e  as  the  British  air  offensive  Increases 
In  intensity.  They  may  rise  to  what  will 
appear  to  be  very  high  figures  But  di- 
rectly the  Oerman  air  defences  begin  to 
Break  up  there  will  be  a sudden  drop  In 
casualties  and  that  will  be  the  signal  that 
the  days  of  the  German  air  force  are 
numbered 

When  black  periods  occur,  and  when 
the  official  figures  show  that  the  RAF. 
Is  losing  more  heavily  than  in  the  past, 
It  Is  essential  to  weigh  up  the  whole  posl- 
t on.  to  set  what  Is  being  done  against  the 
rust  and  to  place  the  losses  In  perspective 
with  other  war  casualties. 

Air  lasses  In  service  personnel  can  never 
tr  great  compared  with  losses  In  the  navy 
or  the  army,  because  the  proportion  of 
men  In  the  fighting  line  Is  small.  But 
much  greater  losses  than  we  have  yet 
f«ced  must  be  contemplated  as  the  RAF 
build.*  up  Its  offensive  and  probes  more 
deeply  Into  Germany.

It  comes 
from  the  American  Hospital  in  Britain, 
and  the  generous  people  across  the  At- 
lantic who  gave  that  hosplUl  to  us  may 
b#  proud  that  It  has  saved  such  lives  as 
that  of  the  woman  Dr  Converse  spoke  of 
in  a recent  broadcast 
"In  th*  American  hospital  in  Britain 


Her  father  and  mother.  h»*r  husband,  her 
brother  and  slster-ln-law,  and  their  chil- 
dren. two  of  her  own  children,  all  were 
killed  .s*.r  herself  miraculously  survived, 
pinned  under  the  debris  of  the  wrecked 
house.  For  hours  they  worked  feverishly 
to  free  her.  8he  was  brought  unconscious 
to  the  hospital  One  of  her  arms  and  one 
of  her  legs  were  hopelessly  crushed.  It  was 
necessary  to  amputate  them. 

"When  she  was  well  enough  to  stand  the 
ordeal,  the  time  came  to  break  to  her  tht 
sad  news.  This  Is  grim:  but  this  Is  war.

As  the  debates  in  Parliament  made 
clear,  maximum  production  has  not  yet 
been  achieved,  but  no  one  who  visits  the 
great  Industrial  areas  today  can  fall  to  be 
impressed  by  the  wealth  of  our  resources 
and  the  good  use  to  which  they  are  being 
put. 

Improvements  in  management  and  or- 
ganization of  factories;  better  feeding 
arrangement*  for  some  of  those  who  are 
doing  the  hardest  work,  such  as  dockers, 
railwaymen.  miner*  and  quarry  workers; 
ending  of  the  cost  plus  10  per  cent  system 
of  payment  on  Government  contracts, 
which  makes  for  neither  quick  nor  eco- 
nomical production;  a more  imaginative 
use  of  woman -power:  and  the  return  of 
some  of  the  younger  mechanical  hewers 
to  the  coal  pits.  If  only  for  a spell,  are 
some  ways  In  which  production  might  be 
stepped  up  so  that  It  ti  not  merely  Im- 
pressive but  100  per  cent. 


Yorkshire  Mill  Towns 


THE  Impression  everywhere  is  of  a peo- 
ple hard  at  work  In  the  Yorkshire 
mill  towns  production  never  ceased  com- 
pletely during  the  holiday  weeks  Towns 
selected  different  periods  and  within  the 
same  town  different  mills  closed  down  in 
different  weeks  or  some  only  of  the  work- 
ers In  factories  were  allowed  away  at  a 
time  In  the  woolen  textile  areas  mills 
must  close  dcfwn  for  a week  each  year  to 
enable  machinery  to  be  overhauled  and 
repaired,  but  now  they  are  all  busy  again, 
largely  on  the  cloth  of  which  good  quality 
clothing  at  fixed  retail  prices  will  be  made. 

Elsewhere  production  Is  in  full  swing  on 
a variety  of  valuable  supplies  An  inter- 
esting development  at  a new  factory  Is  n 
hostel  with  quarters  specially  for  married 
people  This  will  help  to  relieve  the 
transport  problem,  acute  In  parts  and 
made  worse  because  women  shoppers  will 
travel  early  to  enjoy  the  advantage  of 
cheap  workmen's  tickets  More  than  100 
refugee*  from  Gibraltar,  few  of  whom 
spoke  English  when  they  arrived,  have 
found  work  in  hotels,  garages,  bakeries, 
engineering  and  building  -and  a conge- 
nial background  In  different  part*  of  the 
county 

In  a hundred  ways-  with  the  A T S . the 
WA  A F.  and  the  W R N S.,  helping  to 
make  airpiunes.  guns  and  tanks,  bringing 
In  the  harvest  — women  are  making  a 
vitally  important  contribution,  but  prob- 
ably neither  they  nor  the  country  gener- 
ally realize  how  very  much  more  they 
must  do  and  how  many  more  of  them 
must  be  brought  in  It  Is  not  the  fault 
of  the  women.  Wherever  the  lead  has 
been  clear  and  strong  they  have  respond- 
ed splendidly.  However,  the  continued 
employment  of  thousands  of  young  wom- 
en In  cinemas  and  public  houses  all  over 
the  country  does  not  help  to  make  It  more 
generally  realized  that  the  need  of  women 
for  more  Important  work  is  pressing. 


Coal  Production 


TRAVELING  about  the  countryside  it  is 
cheering  to  see  what  vast  quantities 
of  coal  industry  Is  necessarily  consuming 
as  It  pours  out  the  munitions  of  war  It 
Is  not  cheering  to  be  reminded  that  less 
coal  than  may  be  needed  Is  being  pro- 
duced Of  2.000  miners  normally  living 
in  one  mining  town  In  Fife  no  fewer  than 
600  are  now  In  the  armed  forces  This  Is 
typical  enough,  though  the  proportion 
may  be  higher  than  is  general,  to  confirm 
the  vIpw  that  the  problem  of  coal  produc- 
tion is  largely  one  of  lack  of  man-power. 
In  every  coal  area  I visited  I was  assured 
that  the  return  of  some  of  the  younger 
underground  workers  from  the  army,  even 
If  only  for  a Apell,  is  essential  Already 
the  miners  are  responding  well  to  the  call 
for  increased  output,  but  there  is  aJimlt 
to  what  they  can  manage  The  miner  is 
not  unreasonable,  and  hr  is  no  lean  deter- 
mined than  any  other  section  of  the  com- 
munity to  play  his  part  In  the  struggle 
In  Durham,  for  instance,  he  has  willingly 
sacrificed  his  holidays  so  that  output  shall 
be  kept  high  But  anything  like  ‘ victim- 
ization" will  bring  him  out  if  only  for  a 
token  stoppage  of  a day. 

There  has  been  much  Improvement  In 
recent  months,  and  stoppages  are  becom- 
ing rare  In  Scotland  the  position  has 
been  helped  by  the  miners  agreeing  in 
principle  to  conciliation  without  requiring 
that  first  there  shall  be  100  per  cent  trade 
unionism  in  the  pit*,  and  now  the  setting 
up  of  machinery  l»  making  rapid  progress 
Already  the  number  of  stoppages  has 
fallen  sharply,  and  with  conciliation  ma- 
chinery in  being  the  need  for  any  will  be 
even  less.  Goodwill  between  managements 
and  men  — another  essential  factor  — Is 
likely  to  be  fostered 

Output  figures  In  Scotland  have  risen 
very  satisfactorily  during  the  last  two 

months,  and  I was  assured  that,  with  a

Receptive  Spirit

Gratitude  is  like  the  quality  of 
mercy  “It  is  twice  blest;  It  blesseth 
him  that  give*  and  him  that  takes  " The 
stnse  of  gratitude  is  a spiritual  quality. 
If  "Ingratitude  Is  the  worst  of  vices,"  Its 
opposite  must  rank  high  among  the  vir- 
tue*. There  are  few  who  have  not  been 
amazed,  and  even  humbled,  by  the  grati- 
tude of  people  who  seem  to  have  little  or 
nothing  either  to  evoke  or  to  Justify  It. 

While  gratitude  begins  as  an  inner 
fieling,  for  Its  completeness  It  demands 
outward  expression.  In  the  story  of  the 
ten  lepers  we  are  not  told  that  the  nine 
were  without  any  feeling  of  gratitude  for 
the  priceless  gift  which  had  been  be- 
llowed on  them,  but  that  only  one  of  them 
returned  to  give  expression  to  what  he 
f«  It.  The  others  were  so  engrossed  In  the 
gift  that  they  forgot  the  giver.  What 
looks  like  base  ingratitude  Is  often  simply 
the  neglect  to  express  what  Is  sincerely 

rclt. 

There  i*  much  In  these  days  to  call 
forth  gratitude,  both  to  one’s  fellow  men 
and  to  God  We  are  witnessing,  side  by 
s.de  with  all  the  evil  that  is  rampant  In 
the  world,  and  Indeed  In  spite  of  It.  a 
flowering  of  the  human  spirit,  a revelation 
of  the  kindliness,  courage,  unselfishness 
and  xelf-.sacriflce  of  which  men  are  ca- 
pable when  their  neighbors  are  suffering 
01  in  danger  The  Christian  believes  that 
auch  virtues  are  a gift  from  God;  that  the 
capacity  to  endure  strain  with  equanimity 
and  even  cheerfulness,  the  ability  to  find 
in  tragedy  the  sources  of  strength  and 
courage,  are  due  to  the  benign  influence 
cl  His  Spirit. 

Giatltude  is  one  of  the  seeds  from  which 
happiness  grows  The  truly  happy  people 
are  not  they  who  pride  themselves  on 
their  self-sufficiency  It  Is  said  to  be 
more  blessed  to  give  thun  to  receive";  but 
there  Is  also  a blessedness  In  receiving. 
Many  who  have  the  grace  or  giving  lack 
the  complementary  grace  of  receiving; 
and  while  they  are  ready  to  accept,  grati- 
tude are  not  themselves  quick  to  express 
It  This  may  be  partly  because  gratitude 
implies  a recognition  of  dependence,  and 
therefore  demands  for  Its  expression  a 
measure  of  humility  The  self-sufficient, 
person  1*  never  characterized  by  humility 
-he  is  self-centred.  But  when  a man  is 
grateful  the  centre  of  his  regard  has 
moved  out  from  himself  towards  another 
He  Is  not  thinking  mainly  of  himself  but 
ol  the  one  to  whom  he  Is  Indebted 
It  was  to  the  one  leper  who  returned  to 
express  hi*  gratitude  that  complete  whole- 
ness came.  It  came,  not  as  a matter  of 
regard,  but  as  an  inevitable  result,  for  his 
giatltude  revealed  a spirit  of  receptivity, 
an  altitude  of  mind  which  Jesus  called 
laitii.  “Thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole.” 
To  cultivate  a sense  of  gratitude,  with  Its 
concomitants  humility  and  a recognition 
of  dependence— to  learn  to  give  expression 
even  to  the  faintest  promptings  of  thank- 
fulness. Is  one  of  the  sure  ways  of  open- 
ing the  doors  of  the  soul  to  the  Spirit  of 
God.  and  so  of  achieving  that  wholeness 
which  is  the  Christian  ideal  for  human 
life. 

Two  Tons  of  Pins 


A N article  in  The  Canadian  National 
• a Magazine.  Waste  Is  Sabotage,  points 
out  that  the  CNR  purchasing  depart- 
ment buys  in  a year  More  than  two  tons 
ul  pins;  two  and  a half  million  fiat-head 
brad  paper  fasteners;  one  and  three- 
quarter  million  paper  clips;  more  than 
five  thousand  pounds  of  rubber  bands; 
five  and  a quarter  million  sheets  of  carbon 
paper,  three  and  three-quarter  million 
sheets  of  paper  for  copies,  forty-three 
thousand  typewriter  ribbons;  nearly  a 
million  pencils:  sixty  thousand  erasers; 
two  and  a half  million  tag  manllla  file 
backs,  twenty-eight  thousand  stenog- 
raphers’ notebooks,  one  hundred  and 
fifty  million  copies  of  printed  forms 
In  the  use  of  these,  the  Canadian  Na- 
tional system  Is  thrifty,  the  article  points 
out.  and  It  proceeds  to  give  hints  by 
which  employers  may  help  in  the  further 
conservation  of  materials,  some  of  which 
ihe  war  is  making  scarce  A policy  of 
standardization,  simplification  and  econ- 
omy sets  the  pace  for  employees  to  follow. 
In  a year,  the  CNR  saves  as  much  as 
$5,000,000  in  the  reclamation  of  scrap  and 
o' her  material*. 


Leningrad  Art  Moved 


LENINGRAD  took  care  to  remove  its  art 
treasures  to  safety  before  the  Ger- 
mans got  within  range  of  the  city  The 
Soviet  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
moved  the  picture*  of  the  Hermitage,  the 
art  gr  fiery  that  adjoins  the  Winter  Palace, 
some  months  ago 

In  the  Soviet  Union'*  early  days,  when 
plant  and  machinery  had  to  come  before 
works  of  art.  America  was  able  to  procure 
»me  picture*,  including  a Rembrandt 
and  a Rubens  It  Is  remembered  that  the 
Russians  shrewdly  drove  hard  bargains 
and  they  were  good  buyers  as  well  as  sell- 
ers I .ft  ter  they  made  extenslye  purchases 
of  the  works  of  modem  French  masters. 
The  Gauguin  room  of  the  Hermlta*/  be- 
fore It  was  dismantled  had  more  examples 
of  the  work  of  that  artist  than  any  other 
ui  the  world  s picture  galleries.

I T is  four  months  shift*  Gocrlng  s bomb- 
ers attacked  London  In  mass  For  that 
raid  they  paid  a terrible  price 
Since  then  night  defences  on  both  sides 
have  improved  out  of  all  recognition 
It  is  tiie  opinion  of  many  experts  that 
in  this  particular  form  of  warfare  we  are 
in  danger  of  approaching  deadlock,  with 
defence  having  caught  up  with  attack  to 
such  an  extent  that,  muss  night  bombing 
on  well-defended  targets  will  be  too  costly. 

But  night  bombing  mu.-.L  go  on;  *0  how 
is  the  dilemma  to  be  resolved? 

The  answer  is  the  stratosphere  bomber 
plus  perfection  In  bomb  aimers 
German  defences,  like  our  own.  steadily 
improve  In  the  opinion  of  many  who 
should  know,  their  A A.  fire  Is  more  deadly 
than  our?,  on  the  other  hand,  our  night 


fighters  are  far  more  deadly  than  theirs. 
*0  giving  us  the  general  advantage. 

Fortunately,  there  are  no  signs  that 
their  night  fighter  interception  is  making 
.serious  headway  If  it  ever  does,  then 
there  is  every  possibility  that  the  night 
bombing  deadlock  will  have  arrived 

Even  should  deadlock  arrive,  however,, 
it  will  not  last.  In  war  defence  and  ul- 
tuck  never  remain  static. 

in  this  ease  I would  say  unhesitatingly 
that  attack  will  again  move  ahead 
The  RAF',  with  America’s  aid.  is  well 
placed  in  this  competition— much  better 
placed  Uian  the  Luftwaffe. 

There  are  two  reasons  for  this 

1.  British  and  American  bombers  can 
carry  three  times  the  loud  of  German 
bombers;  thus  the  RAF  can  deliver  a 
weighty  attack  on  Germany  using  a third 
Of  the  plan***  the  Luftwaffe  would  have  to 
use  for  a like  attack  on  Britain

IONDON  The  recent  announcement 
that  the  King  spent  $60,000  less  than 
usual  last  year,  shows  that  the 
Royal  Family,  like  everyone  else  in  this 
country,  is  practising  many  little  econ- 
omies. 

The  King,  with  his  various  establish- 
ments to  keep  up,  has.  of  course,  vast  ex- 
penses to  meet  Expenditures  on  staff  and 
living  have,  however,  been  drastically  re- 
duced. often  under  the  direct  orders  of 
Queen  Elizabeth.  The  simplest  meals,  on 
ration  allowances,  are  served,  even  when 
important  guests  have  to  be  entertained. 
Nothing  remotely  resembling  a banquet 
has  been  served  In  any  of  the  Royal 
homes  since  war  broke  out 
Again  like  his  humblest  subjects,  the 
King  now  grow*  as  much  of  hi*  own  food 
as  possible.  Large  parts  of  thl?  Royal  gar- 
dens ate  used  for  growing  vegetables. 
% Both  Princesses  also  grow  them  In  their 
own  strips  of  garden 
The  King  and  Queen  have  bought  few 
new  clothes,  either  for  themselves  or  their 
children,  since  the  war  started  and  all 
the  Royal  Family  will  strictly  adhere  to 
clothes  rationing 

The  King,  in  curtailing  hi*  expenses,  is 
following  the  lead  set  by  hi*  father, 
George  V.  in  the  last  war  Then  the  Royal 
Family  lived  more  simply  than  manv  of 

their  subjects.  It  was  estimated  that  King 


George  gave  at  least  $500  000  to  w ar  chari- 
ties from  savings  on  his  Privy  Purse

FT^HE  Storing  of  vegetables  for  u>e  dur- 
I ing  Winter  months,  when  vegetable 
food*  are  important,  is  something 
that  :an  be  done  quite  easily  either  In  the 
Lj.sement  of  a dwelling  house  by  con- 
structing at  small  cost,  nn  Insulated  room 
equipped  with  bins,  shelves  and  a ventlia- 
t.on  system,  or  by  the  age-old  method, 
the  root  cellar,  built  In  u hillside,  or  at 
least  In  an  excavation.  In  a well-draiped 
spot  and  provided  with  bins,  shelves  and 
ventilators  The  roof  of  this  type  o! 
storage  should  be  cover t-f.  with  soil  to  % 
depth  of  three  feet.  A natural  earth  floor 
is  most  desirable  in  both  the  basement 
stallage  and  root  cellar  The  best  temper- 
ature to  store  root  vegetables,  Including 
beets,  carrots,  parsnips.-  rutabagas  or 
swede  turnips,  as  well  as  such  leafy  vege- 
tables as  celery  and  cabbage.  Is  Just  above 
freezing.  There  should  be  relatively  high 
humidity  In  the  air  to  prevent  wilting 
Potatoes  store  best  at  36  degrees  F.f  but 
when  stored  at  a lower  temperature  over 
a long  period  they  become  sweet  Tem- 
peratures above  38  tend  to  cause  wither- 
ing and  severe  shrinkage. 

Bins  and  slatted  walls  are  most  desir- 
able and  should  be  made  with  three- 
quarter-inch  spacing  between  the  slats. 
The  bins  work  best  when  made  not  more 
lhan  three  feet  in  depth.  When  deeper 
urns  are  used,  slatted  ventilator  tubes 
piaced  horizontally  from  side  to  side  of 
the  bins  wim>revent  heating 

Onions  store  beat  In  a dry.  frost-proof 
storage  where  the  temperature  can  be 
kept  just  above  the  freezing  point  Heat- 
ing in  storage  Is  one  of  the  problems  to 
overcome  and  this  can  be  prevented  by 
fust  having  the  bulbs  thoroughly  dried 
before  being  placed  In  storage.  Avoid 


large,  solid  piles  of  bagged  onions.  Strips 
oi  lumber  on  each  row  of  bags-to  keep  the 
Miccetdlng  row  from  nesting  between  the 
t ags  of  the  first  tier  will  allow  aeration 

Storing  Cabbage  Heads 

^\ABBAGE  head.'  can  be  removed  from 
' ->  'he  stems.  t.he  outside  rough  leaves 
temoved  and  stored  on  slatted  shelves, 
piling  the  heads  two  deep.  Another 
method  is  to  place  a slatted  rack  on  the 
floor  of  the  root  cellar  wide  enough  for 
t io»ht  or  ten  heads  and  as  far  as  space  will 
permit.  The  cabbage  heads  are  piled  on 
tiiis  rack  in  the  form  of  a long  pyramid. 
Another  method  Is  first  to  remove  the 
outer  rough  leaves  In  the  field  and  pull 
the  plants  up  with  the  roots  attached.  The 
plants  are  then  brought  Into  the  storage 
cellar,  placed  In  an  upright  position  with 
Lie  heads  touching  ai%J  the  roots  covered 
with  molsl  sand;  in  oilier  words,  replant- 
ed in  moist  6and  or  soil  In  the  cellar  floor. 
This  method  works  very  well  where  only 
a small  quantity  is  to  be  stored.  As  re- 
quired, water  can  be  applied  to  the  soil 
or  sand  during  the  storage  period 

Celery  may  be  stored  by  removing  the 
outside,  coarse  leaf  stalks  In  the  field  and 
lifting  the  plants  with  the  roots  attached 
and  replanting  with  the  roots  attached  In 
moist  sand  or  soil  m the  cellar  floor.  As 
close  planting  In  the  cellar  floor  as  possi- 
t.e  win  be  most  satisfactory  Squash  and 
pumpkins  store  best  in  a relatively  dry, 
cool  place.  A temperature  of  55  degrees 
h is  very  satisfactory  Place  the  fruits 
singly  on  shelves  Well-grown  and  thor'- 
cughly-matured  vegetables  will  keep  best. 
Careful  handling  Is  also  important  to 
avoid  bruising  through  which  disease  or- 
ganisms may  gain  entrance.

Bulbs  Only  Safe  to 
Buy  for  Planting

'-y'HE  scarcity  of  bulbs  due  to  disruption 
J of  normal  supplies  from  Holland  has 
It  ft  British  Columbia  bulb  growers  the 
enormous  task  of  trying  to  satisfy  an 
annual  Canadian  consumption  normally 
n.ne  times  the  British  Columbia  output 
of  narcissus,  and  eleven  times  the  British 
Columbia  output  of  tulips  Such  a situa- 
tion has  created  brisk  demand,  and  may 
easily  tempt  unscrupulous  buyers  or  deal- 
er to  buy  and  supply  poorly -graded,  low- 
q-iallty  unmarketable  bulbs  at  a cheap 
price  and  ship  them  East  on  speculation 
that  the  scarcity  of  supplies  will  force 
their  sales  Should  this  happen,  the  re- 
sult. will  be  distinctly  damaging  to  the 
reputation  of  British  Columbia  bulbs,  u 
m (back  quite  undeserved,  since  the  ma- 
jority of  growers  are  striving  to  attain 
the  standard  of  quality  as  recommended 
h.-  the  Department  of  Agriculture  through 
the  Dominion  Laboratory  of  Plant  Path- 
ology. Saanichton 

It  Is.  indeed,  a very  short-sighted  policy 
for  buyers  to  purchase  from  unreliable 
dealers  products  which  for  obvious  rea- 
s ns  they  cannot  ask  to  be  inspected.  If 
the  buyer  is  anxious  to  receive  bulbs  of 
guaranteed  quality,  he  can  easily  do  so  by 
purchasing  his  supplies  subject  to  govern- 
ment inspection  by  the  Saanichton  Labor- 
atory 

Ask  for  Graded  Bulbs 

(GROWERS  will  Insure  more  satisfactory 
T dealings  with  their  customers  If  thgy 
will  grade  according  to  the  recommended 
atandards  of  the  Dominion  Laboratory  of 
Plant  Pathology,  and  ask  for  the  graded 
bulbs  to  be  officially  Inspected  before 
shipment  Such  an  official  Inspection  will 
be  followed  by  a written  official  report 
which  can  be  used  as  a certificate 
To  obtain  this  dry  bulb  inspection,  ap- 
plication should  be  made  In  writing  Ad- 
dress your  application  to  the  Dominion 
Laboratory  of  Plant  Pathology,  Saamch- 
ton.  attention  R J Hastings,  as  son n as 
you  book  your  order,  and  send  advance 
notice  ten  days  or  so  before  the  date  that 
the  Inspection  is  desired. 

Buyers  should  send  a summary  of  their 
purchases  to  the  laboratory,  so  that 
should  a grower  neglect  to  file  application 
lor  Inspection,  the  matter  can  be  brought 
to  his  attention. 

In  addition  to  the  inspection  service 
covering  harvested  bulbs,  the  staff  of  the 
laboratory  attempt  to  Inspect  In  the  field 
an  tlie  principal  bulb  crops  of  the  Lower 
Mainland  and  Vancouver  Island  Orowcrs 
receiving  this  service  need  not  reapply, 
but  applications  should  be  in  by  January 
1.  11)42,  where  an  extension  of  the  service 
is  desired  to  cover  new  growers. 

Uninspected  Bulbs  Risky 

ItNLESS  buyers  Insist  on  Inspected 
’ bulbs  when  making  purchases,  they 
must  assume  all  risks  regarding  the  qual- 
ity of  the  bulbs  that  they  will  receive 
from  uninspected  shipments 
Several  representatives  of  Dutch  ex- 
porting Arms  who  were  In  Canada  when 
Holland  was  occupied  have  visited  British 
Columbia  In  the  last  couple  of  years  as 
buyers,  carrying  on  business  and  supply- 
ing their  clientele  as  before  These  ex- 
perts unanimously  state  that  the  condi- 
tions in  the  Fraser  Valley  and  on  Van- 


couver Hand  are  Ideal  for  Uie  growing, 
maturing,  harvesting  and  curing  of  bulbs. 
: nd  they  can  see  no  reason  why  British 
Columbia  bulbs  should  not  be  the  equal 
of  the  best  that  have  come  from  Holland. 
This  Is  true,  in  our  opinion,  provided  that 
proper  attention  is  given  to  cultural  prac- 
tices as  well  as  harvesting,  curing  and 
standardization  of  grades,  with  respect 
to  both  sizes  and  quality  So  let  those 
who  w'ould  build  up  u permanent  business 
connection  get  In  line  and  dcai  only  in 
Inspected  bulbs,  bulbs  which  have  been 
ofllctally  checked  over  for  proper  grading 
and  quality  It  Ls  for  you.

Mi  Grower, 
should  enjoy  a permanent  connection,  ir- 
xespectlve  of  future  competition  from 
foreign  sources,  when  you  sell  only 
properly-graded  and  government -inspect- 
ed bulbs 

How  to  Store  Summer 
Bulbs  and  Tubers 

THE  storing  of  bulbs  and  tubers,  such 
as  dahlias,  ranna  and  gladiolus,  which 
must  be  lifted  from  the  ground.  Is  a prob- 
lem with  many  gardeners  whose  homes 
have  heated  basements. 

An  unheated  cellar  with  a dirt  floor, 
which  will  keep  apples  and  potatoes  in 
good  condition  during  the  Winter,  will 
keep  bulbs  and  lubers  as  well.  There  are 
three  things  to  guard  against  In  storing 
excessive  temperature,  which  will  cause 
them  to  sprout,  lack  of  humidity,  which 
will  dry  them  out.  and  lack  of  air.  which 
will  encourage  mildew. 

A temperature  of  fifty  degrees  or  lower 
Is  ideal,  but  they  will  endure  higher  If 
the  other  factors  are  favorable  It  is  pos- 
sible to  keep  them  in  a heated  basement 
if  they  are-  protected  by  a covering  of 
earth,  sand  or  peat  moss  which  is  occa- 
sionally moistened. 

Must  dahlia  growers  have  found  peat 
moss  the  most  satisfactory  covering  Tu- 
bers may  be  placed  in  bushel  baskets  or 
large  boxes,  filled  with  peat  moss,  placed 
in  the  coolest  corner  of  the  basement,  and 
if  a little  water  is  sprinkled  on  the  moss 
once  a week  they  will  usually  come 
through  the  Winter  In  perfect  condition. 
Dahlia  tubers  need  not  be  cleaned  of  dirt ; 
It  Ls  better  to  allow  some  dirt  to  adhere 
to  the  tuber  during  the  ftorage. 

The  Canna  Tubers 

CANNA  tubers  will  do  well  with  the 
same  treatment  Gladiolus  bulbs  are 
even  easier  to  keep  In  good  cmidiiion  The 
principal  causes  of  trouble  wiUi  them  are 
extreme  humidity  and  poor  ventilation 
They  should  not  be  plied  into  a basket 
or  box.  nor  inclined  in  airtight  bags  which 
are  open  to  the  air  Mildew  nnd  bacterial 
rot  are  not  produced  by  piling  up  and  the 
exclusion  of  air  Gladiolus  blubs  should  be 
clean  and  the  tops  pulled  off  for  storage. 
Do  not  remove  the  husk,  which  protects 
the  bulb. 

Where  named  varieties  are  grown  and 
It  Ls  desired  to  keep  the  buibs  of  each 
variety  separate  the  following  Is  a good 
method  for  each  variety:  Tnke  a kraft 
paper  bag  of  three-quart  size  or  larger, 
according  to  the  number  of  bulbs  grown. 
Dig  the  bulbs  of  one  variety,  pull  of  the 
tops,  shake  off  the  dirt,  and  place  them 
with  bulblets  adhering  In  the  bag,  which 
ls  properly  labeled.  Do  not  close  the  mouth 
of  the  bag.  but  store  the  bags  open  to  the 
air.  and  without  piling  them  up  In  the 
Spring  the  bulblets  may  be  separated  and 
planted  In  the  same  row  with  the  large 
bulbs,  thus  keeping  all  of  each  variety 
together. 


Autumn  Planting  of  Roses 
Provides  Many  Advantages 


IJ'ALL  is  the  time  to  plant  roses  Like 
nil  other  types  of  gurdenlng,  if  one 
is  to  have  a full  measure  of  success 
he  must  plan  several  months  ahead  This 
gives  the  plants  an  opportunity  to  be- 
come thoroughly  established  before  their 
normal  blooming  period  arrives,  writes 
R C.  Allen  In  The  New  York  Times. 

There  are  several  reasons  why  Fall 
planting  of  roses  is  desirable.  First  of  all 
plants  grown  by  nurserymen  are  dug  dur- 
ing the  Fall  after  they  have  fully  com- 
pleted their  season  of  growth  Plants  or- 
dered at  this  season  are  shipped  as  soon 
as  they  are  dug,  so  that  the  gardener  re- 
ceives them  In  the  freshest  possible  con- 
dition. 

Since  rose  plants  normally  become  dor- 
mant In  the  Full,  it  means  that  the  plants 
arrive  In  tills  condition  and  remain  so 
until  Spring  Plants  shipped  from  the  nur- 
sery in  the  Spring  may  have  been  stored 
during  the  Winter  in  order  to  have  them 
ready  for  delivery  as  soon  as  the  weather 
is  right  for  planting  Even  with  the  ideal 
storage  conditions  It  Is  still  probably  true 
that  the  natural  Winter  conditions  in  the 
garden  are  more  favorable  for  the  plants 
than  any  that  can  be  artificially  pro- 
duced 

Risks  of  Spring  Planting 

ANOTHER  advantage  of  Fall  planting 
is  the  fact  that  the  soil  ran  be  better 
prepared  and  the  plants  set  out  more 
easily  at  this  season.  Often  the  soil  In  the 
Spring  remains  wet  and  cold  until  late, 
and  then  hot  weather  arrives  suddenly. 
Under  such  conditions  it  may  b»-  impos- 
sible to  prepare  the  soil  and  set  out  the 
plants  early  enough  to  permit  good  root 
growth  before  the  hot  weather  forces  the 
top  growth  Then  the  roots  arc  not  suf- 
ficiently well  established  to  sustain  the 
leaves  and  developing  flower  bud.-;  Oc- 
casionally. the  shoot  buds  on  Spring -set 
plants  fail  to  develop  at  all  because  Un- 
root growth  cannot  supply  the  water  nec- 
essary to  keep  the  canes  from  drying  out 
Roses  planted  during  the  Autumn  have 
h chance  to  become  established  and  are 
ready  to  respond  to  the  vagaries  of  Spring 
in  a natural  manner. 

Good  drainage  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant considerations  in  rose  growing 
Roses  will  not  thrive  in  u water-logged 
soil  where  the  oxygen  is  excluded  from 
the  roots.  One  should  never  select  a spot 
for  a rose  bed  whore  water  is  likely  to 
stand  during  some  period  of  the  year 
Thorough  soil  preparation  is.  of  course, 
essential.  Rom-.h  planted  in  well- prepared 
sell  ouen  thrive  almost  indefinitely  One 
cannot  prepare  the  soil  too  deeply.  F.x- 
pertments  have  demonstrated  that  rose 
roots  may  penetrate  to  a depth  of  ns 
much  as  five  feet  in  the  soil  However, 
thpre  seems  to  be  no  particular  advantage 
in  preparing  the  soil  to  that  depth,  and 
in  general,  it  is  impractical,  The  minimum 
depth  U around  twelve  inches  As  a com- 
promise between  what  is  ideal  and  what 
is  prnrt leal- preparation  to  a depth  of 
twelve  to  twenty-four  Inches  Ls  recom- 
mended. 

There  Is  little  need  to  worry  about  the 
type  c-f  goU  in  which  rases  are  to  be 
planteo  It  has  been  demonstrated  many 
times  that  roses  are  unusually  tolerant 
of  all  but  the  extreme  types  of  »41  Any 
good  garden  loam  will  grow  good  ritses 
provided  It  has  not  been  adversely  al- 
tered by  previous  treatment  Lime,  fer- 
tilizers or  other  materials  are  best  added 
onlj  when  a definite  need  for  them  Is  in- 
dicated. 

Added  Ingredients 

IF  the  noil  la  not  naturally  loose  and 
fnnble  or  tends  to  dry  out  too  rapidly 
It  i>  desirable  to  incorporate  some  form 
of  organic  matter  Feat  moss  has  been 
found  to  be  a good  material  to  use  as  a 
soil  amendment.  It  must  be  incorporated 


In  la.rly  large  quantities,  however,  if  one 
is  to  ytt  the  greatest  benefit  from  it.  A 
mixture  of  one  part  of  peat  moss  to  three 
parts  of  soil  Ls  a good  standard  to  follow. 
If  the  soil  Is  not  very  rich  the  addition  of 
sume  well-rotted  manure  Is  advisable  If 
tills  is  done,  a mixture  of  one  part  of  peat 
moss,  one  part  of  well -rotted  manure  and 
three  parts  of  garden  loam  will  be  found 
satisfactory 

Roses  do  best  In  a slightly  acid  soil  but 
there  seems  to  be  more  danger  in  its 
being  too  sweet  or  alkaline  than  in  its 
being  too  acid.  In  any  event,  one  should 
never  udd  lime  or  other  materials  which 
tend  to  make  the  soil  sweet  or  alkaline 
unless  a soil  test  shows  the  need  of  it. 
Soil  tc-.su  may  be  obtained  from  ones 
local  county  agricultural  agent,  or  by 
sending  a sample  to  the  nearest  Stale 
college  of  agriculture  or  experiment 
sla'Km. 

If  'he  soil  is  naturally  quite  fertile  there 
is  no  need  to  add  any  fertilizer  at  the 
time  of  preparation.  If  It  is  poor  and  has 
not  been  fertilized  recently,  it  is  desirable 
to  thoroughly  nnx  in  a commercial  fer- 
tiliser of  the  4-12-4  or  5-10-5  grade. 

Plant  Immediately 

ROSE  bushes  are  best  planted  Just  as 
■ soon  as  they  arrive  from  the  nur- 
sery. Care  is  taken  that  the  roots,  in  par- 
ticular, do  not  dry  out  at  any  time  in 
planting,  a hole  large  enough  to  accom- 
modate the  roots  without  twLsting  or  over- 
lapping is  dug  in  advance.  The  roots  are 
then  spread  out  loosely  In  a more  or  less 
horizontal  position  If  any  of  the  roots 
have  been  bruised  or  broken,  they  should 
be  removed  Just  above  the  point  of  injury. 
The  union  between  the  scion  and  the  un- 
derstock ‘which  can  usually  be  seen  as 
a thickening  or  Joint  on  the  stein  Just 
above  the  roots!  is  set  one  or  two  inches 
below  the  surface  of  Uie  soil 
As  the  soil  Ls  put  back  be  sure  that  11 
is  worked  in  well  around  the  small  fi- 
brous roots  under  the  centre  of  the  plant 
so  that  no  air  pockets  are  left.  If  the  soil 
is  rather  dry.  the  bush  is  wrcll  watered 
at  the  time  It  is  planted.  Most  rose  plants 
now  are  shipped  already  pruned  for 
planting. 

Practical  Methods  of 
Swine  Production

want  The  British  housewife  demands 
finish  but  not  fat,  which  means  that  the 
h ghest  prlcps  are  paid  orT  the  BrttlXh 
market  for  lean  pork  products  Fat  bacon 
v.ll  not  sell  In  Great  Britain  Bacon  with 
Just  enough  fat  and  no  more  to  make  the 
lean  meat,  tender.  Juicy  and  palatable  Is 
the  kind  that  is  wanted  Bacon  of  this 
quality  comes  from  a properly  finished 
hog.  or  what  is  known  in  Canada  as  the 
bacon  hog 

Coarse,  thick -shouldered,  ^short,  stubby, 
plump  pigs  must  be  discarded,  and  their 
place  taken  by  hogs  nf  bacon  type  If 
Canadian  bacon  Is  to  retain  lU  position 
in  the  Brltiyh  market,  state  F H Reed 
and  H E Wilson,  of  the  Dominion  Ex- 
perimental 8tation.  Lacombe,  Alberta,  in  • 
the  revised  farmers'  bulletin,  ‘Swine  Pro- 
duction." Issued  by  the  Dominion  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  They  speak  with 
authority,  for  at  the  Lacombe  station  sev- 
eral hundred  pigs  have  been  farrowed 
annually  from  herds  of  swine  that  have 
been  maintained  there  for  more  than 
twenty  years 

As  fhost  of  these  pigs  have  been  utilized 
in  carrying  out  experimental  work

Legumes  Are  Valuable  in 
Maintenance  of  Soil 
Fertility 

T EGUMINOUS  crops  of  agricultural  lm- 
portance  in  Canada  are  the  clovers, 
beans  and  peas.  For  several  reasons  they 
are  of  the  highest  importance  and  pox- 
j-rs.s  characteristics  which  distinguish 
them  from  all  other  crops  Their  value  as 
hay.  pusture  feed  and  feed  crops  is  well 
r’-cognlzed  But  not  so  well  known  us  their 
value  in  maintaining  soil  fertility 
These  plants  possess  the  unique  power 
of  making  use  of  the  lree  nitrogen  in  the 
air  and  thus  adding  U)  the  soil,  supplies 
of  this  plant  loud  By  the  practice  of  in- 
cluding some  leguminous  crop  as  part  of 
a rotation,  it  is  easily  possible  to  reduce 
appreciably  the  amount  of  costly  plant - 
food  nitrogen  that  one  needs  to  purchase. 
However,  it  is  essential  that  the  soli  be 
provided  with  the  proper  nod  uie -forming 
organisms  of  nitrogen-fixing  legume  bac- 
teria These  bacteria  exist  in  several 
strains,  alfalfa  and  sweet  clover  require 
one  strain,  red  clover  and  white  clover 
another.  They  are  rommon  In  soils  where 
legume  crops  have  been  grown  success- 
fully Un  soils  where  a particular  legume 
crop  has  not  b'-eu  grown,  n is  usually  ad- 
visable to  inoculate  the  seed  with  the  spe- 
cific bacteria.  Most  seed  lirms  maintain 
cultures  of  the  various  strains  of  bac- 
leria,  and  supply  Instructions  for  the 
proper  methods  ol  seed  inoculation. 

Favorable  Soil  Conditions 


1 livily  ol  nitrogen-fixing  buctena  are 
abundance  of  calcium  carbonate,  soluble 
carbohydrates,  air  and  moLsture.  states 
J M Armstrong,  Division  of  Forage  Crops, 
Central  Experimental  Farm,  Ottawa  In 
soils  poorly  drained,  strongly  and  and  low 
in  organic  matter,  Uie  bacteria  tend  to 
be  weakened  and  killed  It  is  also  a strik- 
ing fact  that  the  bacteria  store  nitrogen 
In  the  nodule*  to  the  best  advantage  when 
they  are  provided  with  a minimum  supply 
of  available  nitrogen -containing  com- 
pounds In  a soli  that  contains  an  abun- 
dance of  nitrogen  compounds,  or  in  one  in 
which  nitrates  have  been  generously  ap- 
plied. the  formation  of  root  nodules  is 
prevented  in  part  or  entirely  The  bac- 
teria tn  these  circumstances  use  the  avail- 
able nitrogen  compounds  in  preference  to 
using  free  nitrogen.  As  a matter  of  prac- 
tical application,  a commercial  fertilizer 
applied  to  a legume  crop  should  contain 
potash  and  phosphate,  but  no  nitrate,  in 
order  that  the  nitrogen -galh'Tlng  powers 
of  the  legume  bacteria  be  put  to  full  use 
The  nitrogenous  compounds  which  the 
legume  bacteria  produce  from  the  use  of 
the  atmospheric  nitrogen  may  be  used  in 
several  ways  First,  the  Ipgume  using  them 
in  promoting  growth,  second.  11  has  been 
shown  that  a portion  dlffunes  Into  the 
soil  and  may  be  immediately  utilized  by 
a companion  plant  species  such  as  grass; 
third,  when  the  legume  crop  dies  or  is 
ploughed  into  the  soli  the  nodules  decom- 
pose. their  nitrogen  being  thus  avallabl* 
for  the  following  crop

normally  grown  from  seed,  such  us  many 
of  our  flowers  and  most  of  our  vegetable* 
are  not  called  seedlings  exeept  in  their 
early  stages  of  growth.  Those  plants  which 
normally  come  true  from  seed  such  u:.  „ 
given  variety  of  cabbage  or  carrot  at* 
genetically  known  as  being  homozyguus, 
in  other  words  like  beget*  like  Hetcrozy- 
gous  plant*  are  those  which  have  rrbt  fix.  d * 
their  hereditary  hubiLs  ami  when  grown 
from  seed  the  seedlings  are  not  like  Uie 
parent  plant. 

When  plants  of  this  nature  lend  them- 
selves to  a sexual  reproduction,  graftu  g. 
budding,  etc.  the  character  can  be  per- 
petuated. All  of  our  fruit  trees  are  main- 
tained by  Un*  meUiod  as  well  a*  small 
ftuits  like  raspberries  and  strawberries 
and  ornamentals  like  dahlias  and  lilies 
but  all  plants  which  produce  normal  *er,is 
may  be  grown  from  .seeds,  but  offspring 
obtained  in  this  manner  differ  fnlin  their 
parents  on  account  of  mixed  hJmJiiary 
factors. 

Growing  seedlings  may  boll  an  in- 
teresting arid  a profitable  businriL.  Tho.se 
who  specialize  in  plant  product i.|~n  along 
certain  lines  make  a practice  of  raising 
seedlings,  many  tufip  and  gladiolus  grow- 
ers have  numerous  plant*  raised  fr.ua 
seed.  In  a small  way  it  may  prove  of  in- 
terest to  a great  many  people  to  grow  ap- 
ples. pears,  cherries  and  other  tree  fru.ts 
und  nuts  from  seed  There  is  ulway*  Ui. 
hope  that  something  of  unusual  merit  will 
be  obtained,  Some  well-known  example* 
of  chance  seedlings  are  Ihe  McIntosh  ap- 
ple. Bing  cherry  and  Cuthberi  ruapberry 
but  for  every  worthwhile  seedling  obtained 
thousands  upon  thousands  have  no  vnlua 
at  all 

When  Income  Necessary 
'“pHERE  is  no  chance  of  obtaining  a 
1 large  number  of  seedlings  which  will 
average  as  well  a*  nam.-d  varieties  and 
for  this  reason  it  does  not  pay  when  in- 
come from  plants  is  necessary  to  grow 
seedlings,  except  tri  un  experimental  way. 
If  there  is  only  room  for  a few  fruit  trees 
in  the  home  garden,  grow  nutned  varieties 
Do  not  depend  on  seedling  varieties  of 
strawberries  ur  raspberries.  One  sr<  . pCr_ 
haps,  more  seedling  nut  trees,  filberts  and 
walnuts  than  named  varieties  An  exami- 
nation of  these  trees  will  reveal  many  un- 
productive kind*  While  the  original  cost 
for  named  varieties  would  have  been 
many  times  greater.  the  value  of  the  crop 
would  have  much  more  than  paid  fur  the 
difference 

Those  who  desire  to  make  u possible 
contribution  to  our  list  of  varieties  of 
horticultural  plant*  should  grow  seedlings, 
but  those  who  depend  on  their  plant*  for 
Income  should  grow  named  varieties. 


Autumn  Good  Time  to 
Cull  the  Ewe  Flock 


'~pHE  Fall  i»  a suitable  time  to  cull  Uie 
* ewe  flock.  After  the  lambs  are  weaned 
and  before  breeding  starts  the  fl<xk  should 
be  carefully  examined  Aged  and  und*- 
airable  ewes  should  be  removed. 

The  condition  of  the  teeth  is  a fairly 
reliable  basis  for  determining  when  a ew* 
1*  too  old  to  be  kept  in  Uie  flock  If  tn* 
teeth  are  worn,  broken,  or  spread  to  th* 
extent  that  the  ewe  cannot  efficiently  se- 
cure her  feed  she  should  be  discarded, 
says  J A Bennett  Dominion  Experi- 
mental Station,  Swift  Current.  Sack 
When  culling  Uie  flock  a definite  stand- 
ard of  type  and  conformation  should  »>• 
kept  in  mind  The  aim  should  be  to  ob- 
tain a uniform  flock  of  «wr*  that  are  of 
good  size,  strong  in  constitution,  wide,  and 
deep  in  body  Small,  undersized  ewe*,  or 
ewes  that  lack  constitution  are  invariably 
less  vigorous  and  less  efficient  producers 
than  the  large,  deep  bodied  Individual*. 
Also,  ewes  that  are  uniform  in  size  and 
type  will  produce  a more  desirable,  uni- 
form crop  of  lamb*. 

Lamb  Crop  Important 

BECAUSE  must  of  the  returns  from 
sheep  raising  come  from  the  sale  of 
lambs,  those  ewes  thru  foil  to  produce  a 
Jamb  or  that  produce  poor  lambs  bcraiu* 
of  btlng  poor  milkers  or  because  of  spoiled 
or  defective  udders  should  be  disposed  of. 
A ewe  that  is  barren  one  year,  however, 
may  produce  a lamb  the  next  year  In 
practice,  ewes  are  culled  when  I hey  fail 
to  produce  a lamb  for  two  successive  year*. 

The  returns  from  the  flock  can  b* 
greatly  increased  ir  proper  attention  is 
paid  to  wool  production  When  the  flock 
Is  small  the  individual  fleeces  could  be  ex- 
amined and  weighed  at  shearing  time. 
This  would  not  be  practical  with  a large 
flock  but  an  examination  of  the  fleece  by 
an  experienced  rnan,  either  at  shearing 
time  or  in  the  Fall,  would  give  a fairly 
good  estimate  of  the  weight,  length, 
shrinkage,  and  quality  of  the  wool  pro- 
duced Exact  standards  of  fleece  produc- 
tion are  hard  to  set  but  in  general  those 
ewes  that  produce  fleeces  that  fall  con- 
siderably below  the  flock  average  in 
weight  and  quality  should  be  marked  for 
culling. 

While  examining  the  ewe*  a close  watch 
should  be  maintained  for  those  that  are 
blind,  crippled  and  diseased,  and  they 
should  not  be  kept  In  the  flock 
If  the  foregoing  suggestions  are  kept 
in  mind,  and  the  flock  systematically  and 
rigidly  culled,  the  production  of  the  flock 
in  both  wool  and  mutton  can  or  advanced

HOW  does  change  in  season*  com* 
about?  Why  Is  It  that  8prlng,  Sum- 
mer. Autumn  and  Winter  follow  one  an- 
other with  such  good  regularity. 

The  answer  lies  In -the  fact  that  the 
earth,  In  addition  to  Its  motion  on  its  own 
axis  and  Its  motion  around  the  sun.  has 
still  another,  a movement  of  its  axis,  tilt- 
ing back  and  lorth  on  its  annual  journey. 

During  the  Summer  in  the  northern 
hemisphere  the  northern  end  of  the  axis 
is  tilted  toward  the  sun  to  a degree  that 
the  regions  near  the  North  Pole  have  con- 
stant daylight  during  the  entire  twenty- 
four  hours.  This  is  a condition  known  as 
the  "midnight  sun."  The  entire  northern 
hemisphere  at  this  time  Is  enjoying 
•warmer  weather.  The  opposite  Is  true  in 
Winter,  when  the  South  Pole  is  tilted  to- 
ward the  sun  and  the  North  Foie  away 
from  it,  so  that  the  region  around  the 
northern  polar  cap  experiences  a long 
durk  period,  the  sun  not  rising  above  the 
horizon.  The  southern  hemisphere  at  this 
time  is  enjoying  Its  Summer. 

This  tilling  of  the  earth's  axis  is  easily 
noticeable  to  the  individual  by  the  posl- 
t on  of  the  sun  In  the  heavens  at  anytime 
during  the  year  In  the  northern  hemi- 
sphere the  sun  begin*  to  climb  in  the  sky 
shortly  after  December  21  and  continues 
to  do  so  throughout  the  Spring  reaching 
its  highest  point  toward  the  latter  part  of 
June,  when  It  begins  to  sink  again  The 
opposite  is  true  of  the  southern  hemi- 
sphere 

Nnr~all  planets  have  the  samc-.tilL  to 
u eir  axe*.  As  a consequence  the 'Mason* 
on  the  various  planets  must  vary.  Mar*. 
Saturn  and  Neptune  are  tilted  at  about 
tl.e  same  degree  as  !he  earth  hut  Uranus 
seem*  to  have  a much  higher  dope  and 
consequently  extreme  seasons.  The  moon 
and  Jupiter  have  axes  which  are  scarcely 
Inclined  at  all  and  therefore  have  no

OFF  the  southern  coast  of  Australia 
is  Babel  Island,  a tiny  speck  which, 
although  uninhabited  by  man,  is 
regarded  as  the  world's  noisiest  island 
during  the  months  from  September  to 
April.  So  noisy  is  it  during  Hits  period 
that  no  human  being  could  possibly  stay 
there  for  any  length  of  time. 

It  was  because  ol  the  noise  that  the 
Island  was  named  Babel  in  1770  by  its 
discoverer.  Captain  Flinders.  The  reason 
lot  the  noise  Is  that  It  comes  from  the 
largest  mutton-bird. rookery  known  on  the 
globe.  Every  September  countless  mil- 
lions of  these  great  ocean  wanderers  ar- 
nve  at  Babel  to  breed,  traveling  thousands 
of  miles  across  the  Pacific  from  the  Arc- 
tic regions,  where  they  spend  from  April 
to  September  each  year,  being  knowrn 
M ere  as  “seal-birds  " 

On  their  great  migratory  flight  they 
Level  in  a dense,  black  cloud  formation, 
their  wings  creating  a noise  that  baffles 
description.  Some  uncanny  instinct  guides 
tnem  to.  Babel,  which  has  been  their 
favorite  nesting  place  for  centuries  They 
i t-vei  land  until  dusk,  when  they  Imme- 
diately scuttle  Into  burrow*  that  have 
ocen  used  by  their  kind  for  ages  The 
entire  island  Is  honeycombed  with  bur- 
tows,  eighteen  inches  or  so  deep,  and  after 
mating  each  pair  occupies  a burrow  The 
female  lays  only  one  egg;  she  sits  on  the 
rest  for  twenty-four  hours  after  laying, 
then  the  male  takes  charge  for  fourteen 
days,  during  which  the  female  lu  ds  him. 
aiterwards  they  *it  on  alternate  days. 
When  the  nestling  appears  after  six  week* 


the  parents  take  turns  flying  to  sea  to 
secure  food  for  the  offspring. 

Dawn  each  morning  marks  the  gather- 
ing of  the  birds  preparatory  to  the  day's 
fishing.  The  black-garbed  creatures  come 
scrambling  from  their  murky  dungeons 
and  race  to  assembly  grounds— open 
spaces  on  the  beaches  upon  which  they 
can  conveniently  converge.  In  the  pale 
light  this  strange  rally  of  the  feathered 
hordes  creates  an  eerie  sensation  among 
humans  fortunate  enough  to  be  specta- 
tors. 

When  the  birds  are  all  ready,  the  first 
catch,  as  if  at  a given  signal,  sail*  out  to 
sea;  another  and-  another  follow,  wave 
alter  wav*,  and  by  sunrise  the  black  bat- 
talions are  away  out  over  the  sea,  soaring 
and  dipping  above  the  sparkling  waters. 
If  by  chance  a parent  bird  is  delayed  In 
leaving  at  dawn  with  the  others,  it  will 
stay  in  its  burrow  all  day  rather  than 
venture  out  alone  in  the  bright  daylight 

It  is  when  the  birds  return  at  night 
end  are  greeted  by  their  males  and  young 
that  the  Island  becomes  noisy.  Noisy!  It 
is  Impossible  to  Imagine  the  noise  the 
birds  make.  They  reproduce  every  con- 
ceivable sound— the  crooning  of  doves, 
the  clucking  of  hens,  the  petulant  crying 
cl  children,  the  mewing  of  cats,  the 
bleating  of  sheep — all  blending  Into  one 
continuous  chorus,  creating  a pandemo- 
n.um  of  cries  so  weird  and  uncanny  that 
anyone  landing  on  the  island  after. dark 
and  unaware  of  the  presence  of  the  birds 
would  most  assuredly  think  he  had  come 
upon  an  Island  of  lost  souls  The  uproar 
continues  all  night,  usually  <.la»  krnlng  a 
little  after  midnight,  but  breaking  out 
avialn  worse  than  ever  Just  before  dawn.
